RicHMOND, Va., Nov. 6.—Nearly every 
county in the State has been heard from, either 
officially or unofficially. A revise of allof these 
returns will give the Democrats the State by not 
much less than 7,000 majority, Complete official 
returns are likely to increase this.

This, with the hope- 
ful news from New-York State, has fired 
the Democracy of this city into such enthusi- 
astic demonstrations as this city has never 
before witnessed. By 2 o’clock this after- 
noon processions formed and began parad- 
ing the streets shouting for Cleveland 
and Hendricks.

There has been the most _ profound §senti- 
ment and anxiety among the_ people, and 
for 18 weeks I have been a part of the interested 
mass of my fellow-citizens. I have done everythin 
to promote this result. If you appreciate it I than 
you. (Greuat apelanse.} I suppose that by evening we 
shall have very full information, and then I sball be 
very glad to join you in some expressions of gratitica- 
tion. Until that ttme I thinkI will say good-bye to you.” 

During the afternoon a crowd, headed by 
the Hon. W. E. English, Congressman from 
this district, attempted to carry the black 
banner of the Autocrats into the Post Office 
Building. They were met in the lobby by 
the Republican crowd, and a scuffie that might 
have had serious consequences ensued.

HAPPY WASHINGTON DEMOCRATS.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—With the excep- 
tion of a few hours this morning the interest. 
here in election news and anxiety as to the final 
result has been intense beyond description. 
The excitement began early on Tuesday and: 
grew deeper every hour until midnight last: 
night. At that hour most of the Kepublicans 
were convinced that Blaine had really been de- 
feated, and they went home sullen and silent. 
By noon to-day the persistent claims of the 
Gould organs and the Western Union Telegraph 


Company that Blaine had carricd New-York had 
renewed the hopes of the Republicans, and 
the excitement broke out atresh. To-night 
nearly as many persons are on the 
streets as on Tuesday night, and every scrap of 
news is eagerly discussed. A constant stream of 
anxious inguirers is pouring in ana out ot the 
various newspaper bureas, and the party head- 
quarters are crowded. At the Democratic head- 

uarters the enthusiasm became so great early in! 
the evening that the Marine Aand was_ sent! 
for and an impromptu parade of’ large 
dimensions organized. ‘They marched through 
the principal streets, and at the Jocal Democratic 
headquarters ,on Vernon-row many thousands 
heid a mags meeting. The Hon. Richard 'T. Mer- 
rick, Senator Vince, Congressman BE. Jonn Bilis, 
and others addressed the crowd. The speakers. 
were outspoken in their assertions of Cleveiand’s 
success, and positive in their claims that he 
would be elected, but they avoided any language 
appealing to partisan fecling. 

Indignation at Jay Gould’s outrageous manip-. 
ulation off and delay in sending election returns 
from New-York und other States, is one-of the 
most marked feelings among Democrats and 
Republicans alike. It is regarded as primarily 
an attempt to bolster up the stock market 
until Gould can cover some. of . his 
Blaine campaign expenses; and, secondarily, 
an effort to gain time forthe Blaine managers to 
survey the whole country in search of a chance 
to buy, beg, or steal Electoral votes. It is 
charged that a part of the price to be paid by 
Biaine for Gould’s help was the purchase 
by the Government ot the Western Union 
Telegraph Company at the par value of its 
eighty millions of stock, water and all.

CRATS INDIGNANT. 

BUSINESS MEN DENOUNCING JAY* GOULD—: 
“EET HIM BEWARE” HEARD ON EVERY 
SIDE—TO PUNISH THE STOCK JOBBERS. 

The suspicious delays in the transmission 
of election returns in this State by the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and the ingenious 
misrepresentations of the Associated Press caused 
widespread excitement and general indignation 
among down-town business men yesterday. The 
wildly speculative and falsified bulletins put out 
by the Blaine organs were altogether too ridicu- 
lous for belief, even by the stanchest supporters , 
of the Maine man. Jay Gould’s manipulation of 
the figures was apparent. Bulletins by anti- 
Blaine evening papers, showing that there was 
an organized attempt to falsify returns and sup- 
press the verdict of the people, made the crowds 
on the streets nearly wild. A call was circulated 
fora public meeting of business men in favor of 
Cleveland and Hendricks. The response was s0 
unanimous and earnest that it was finally de- 
cided to limit each Business Men’s Cleveland 
Club to one representative at a preliminary 
meeting, and postpone the mass meeting until 
after consultation with the Democratic National 
Committee. 

Representative men from all the clubs who 
participated in the big parade last Saturday 
afternoon met ina parlor at the Stevens House 
yesterday afternoon and locked themselves up. 
L. M. Meyers appeared forthe Stock Exchange, 
J. P. Townsend for the Produce Exchange, 
George F. Potter for the insurance men, and 
Algernon §. Sullivan for the lawyers. The Cot- 
ton and Coffee Exchanges, the jewelers, the 
dry goods men, the cigar manufacturers, 
the leather dealers, the builders, the 
hardware men, and the giass_ dealers 
were all represented by men who felt indignant 
and outraged at the bold game of bluff prac- 
ticed by the Blaine men, and were authorized by 
their several clubs to sanction any prudent 
measures to expose and punish the jobbers who 
had endeavored to take the public by the throat. 
Senator Jonas was present as a representative of 
the National Committee. The secret session was 


continued for three hours, and the exigencies of 
the political situation was thoroughly discussed. 
Final!y this resolution was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, We, the various merchants of the Cleve- 
land and Hendricks Clubs in the city of New-York, by 
their delegates in conference assembled, representing 
some 50.000 merchants of this metropolis, are infinitely 
more concerned in preventing the popular will from be- 
ing thwarted by trickery and traud than in party vic- 
tery; therefore, 

Resolved, That the organization of our respective 
clubs be continued intuct until the vote of the people 
shall be honestly counted and truthfully proclaimed. 

Resolved, That a committee of 11 be appointed who 
shall be the Executive Committee of this body, toact in 
eonjunction with the National Democratic Committee, 

, With full power to take such further action xs to them 
shall seem proper to promptly and effectually prevent 
falsifying the election returns. 

The committee appointed was J. P. Townsend 
and J. A. Sullivan, Produce Exchange; Oscar 8. 
Straus, pottery and glassware; George F. Potter, 
insurance; N. P. Stanton, New-York Stock and 
Petroleum Exchange; C. H. Wilcox, Stock Ex- 
change; Walter Stanton, dry goods clubs; H.C. 
Banner, printers and publishers; C. D. Miller, 
Cotton Exchange: James De Mandeville, distil- 
lers and liquor dealers, and M. Folsom, west side 
merchants. It was decided to meet in confer- 
ence later in the evening. : 

A hundred or more members of the different 
clubs not admitted to the meeting mdulged in 
eousiderable emphatic talk while waiting for it 
to adjourn, which was atair specimen ot what 
they had heard on the streets and in the Ex- 
changes during the day. Jay Gould and the 
Western Union came infor hearty and general 
condemnation. : ae 

Those present at the meeting, while declining 
to give evén a brief report of the discussion, 
were agreed in saying that any attempt at fraud 
or trickery on the part of the Blaine men would 
be promptly and effectually met. The business 
men, they suid, were very much in earnest for a 
fair count. Members of Republican clups, who 
voted fur Blaine, had given their promises dur- 
ing the day of hearty co-operation in suppress- 
ing jobbery. The indignation at the conduct of 
the telegraph company so far was not confined 
to party. Business men had received correct re- 
turns from distant counties by letter before 
they were furnished in garbled form from the 
Associated Press office. : 

The meeting at tbe Fifth-Avenue Hotel in the 
evening was so large that it was divided in two, 
the business men getting together in one room 
and the lawyers and Democratic National Com- 
mittee members in another. The avowed pur- 
pose of the gathering was to insist on a fair 
count and correct returns. Among the lawyers 

resent were Francis C. Barlow, Francis L. 
Rtetson. Frederic R. Coudert, Aaron J. Vander- 
poel, ex-Attorney-General C. 8. Fairchild, Wiil- 
iam C. Whitney, James C. Carter, District At- 
torney Peter B. Olney, Charies P. Miller, and W. 
8. Opdyke. Other gentlemen who talked over 
matters with them were Benjamin H. Bristow, 
Senator W. H. Barnum, Abram 8. Hewitt, J. J. 
O’Donohue, Gouverneur§P. Lowery, ex-Gov. 
Bedle, of New-Jersey; Carl Schurz, and Senator 
Gorman, ot Maryland. 

Mr. James Carter was made Chairman of the 
meeting and Charles P. Miller Secretary. The 
election laws were thoroughly and carefully cis- 
cussed. A committee of five was appointed— 
Messrs. Vanderpoel, Barlow, Stetson, Albert 
Stickney, and Miller—to take any ac- 
tion necessary to secure an impartial count. 
Messrs. E. M. Shevard and Horace 
Deming were appointed a special com- 
mittee to look atter the vote in Kings Coun- 
ty: Joseph 8S. Anerbach, in Queens County; D. 
J. H. Wilcox, in Richmond County, and Wilmot 
Smith, in Suffolk County. The meeting was 
quiet, but there wasa strong determination to 
stoutly oppose all attempted jobbery, Each 
gentleman present subscribed $1,000 for neces- 
sary expenses. 

The business men’s meeting was largely a rep- 
etition of the afternoon's proceeding. Those 
present promised to aid the lawyers all in their 
power, both pecuniarily and by personal labor, 
and declared that =! attempt at crookedness on 
the part of the Blaine men would be met 
promptly. 

The Wholesale Dry Goods Cleveland and Hen- 
dricks Club met at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 

t their hall, in the Moffat Building, No. 315 
Seouaesy. to consider the situation. President 
Stanton was at the meeting of the conference 
committee, and, awaiting news from him, the 
club adjourned to meet at bis call, all present 
being requested to wait half an hour, while a 
messenger was dispatched for him. In a few 
minutes a bulletin was read announcing that 
THE TIMES gave a plurality of over 3,000 in the 
State to Cleveland. Three cheers were given for 
the Governor and three more for THE TIMES.

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NINE MEN KILLED. 


A DYNAMITE EXPLOSION AND ITS FATAL 
RESULTS. 

ReEapDinG, Penn., Nov.6.—The dynamite 
works of H. W. Stump & Co., three-quarters 
of a mile from Stouchsburg, a village of 
500 inhabitants, blew up this afternoon, 
shaking up the country for a distance 
of from ten to twenty miles. The works 
consisted of five frame _ buildings, the 
timbers of which were sent fiying in all direc- 
tions, nothing remaining but the foundations. 
Three men who were in the buildings: were 
killed, so the cause of the explosion will 


never be known. The names of the killed 
are Frank S8Statz, married, aged 30 years; 
Frank Kapp, aged 21 years, single, and 
Joseph Kraus, age 25, single. The buildings con- 
tained an unusual quantity of dynamite, hence 
the terrific shock, which was heard so far east as 
Reading, nearly 20 miles away. Windows were 
broken in many houses in Stouchsburg, people 
were knocked off their feet, and mirrors and 
pictures were shaken off the walls. A church 
and several houses were unroofed. The victims 
were literally blown to atoms. 

At Robesonia, 10 miles from Stouchshurg, a 
number of masons were working at the bottom 
of Ferguson & Co.’s furnace stack, which they 
were relining with new fire brick. The stack 
was probably 100 feet high and the work was 
nearly completed. Ten. some say 15, men were 
in the stack, some at the bottom and others on 
the scaffolding above. Just as the shock of 
the dynamite explosion was felt, the stack quiv- 
ered, there was a rumbling noise followed im- 
mediately by a great deluge ot bricks complete- 
ly burying six men iu the bottom of the 
stack. The following are the names of 
the killed: James Reed, David Beckley, 
Henry Spangler, David M. Parsons, Mon- 
roe Peiffer, Frederick Foreman, Henry Putt. 
Up to li o’clock to-night but two of the bodies 
had been recovered. The others, it is thought, 
will be burned to a crisp. The damage to the 
furnace is estimated at $85,000, It will take 
months to repair thé damage. The damage to 
property in the vicinity of the dynamite works 
is even greater than at first reported. In many 
houses not a single pane of glass remains.

HOW THE DEFEATED CANDIDATE RECEIVED 
THE NEWS YESTERDAY. 

Aveusta, Me., Nov. 6.—Mr. Blaine re- 
ecived a large number of callers to-day—State 
officers, personal friends, and neighbors. They 
all congratulated him on his strong and healthy 
appearance after the fatigue of his recent 
prolonged tour inthe West. Mr. Blaine showed 
no excitement or anxiety about the election 
returns. Indeed, he was far cooler than 
the friends who tilled his library and 
drawing room. He read the numerous 


telegrams he received to the company often ex- 
plaining the meaning and bearing of their con- 
tents. In answer to some one who congratulated 
him upon his perfect self-possession, he said he 
saw noreason why fe should not be self-pos- 
sessed; that he had treated the Republican nom- 
ination as an honorabie trust confided to him 
without solicitation, and had, therefore, spared 
no time and no effort to secure success; he had 
full confidence that he had been fairly elected,and 
he trusted that every effort would now be madeto 
vindicate the sacredness of the ballot. ‘To 
quote my own saying og an important occa- 
sion,” added Mr. Biaine. “‘any party in the 
United States can bear to be defeated, but no 
patty wiM bear to be defrauded.” Mr. Blaine 
freely expressed the judgment that a majority 
of the votes of New-York had been cast for the 
Republican Electoral ticket. He thought the 
returns and the comparison with former votes 
clearly established this conclusion.

PAUL DARACH, Sixth-avenue, No. 634. 

The above was inclosed in an envelope and ad- 
dressed thus: 

** Per steamer City of Berlin, via Queenstown, Mon- 
sieur Schaetier, Marchand Tailleur, No. 8 Rue Cas- 
tiglione, Paris, Europe.” 

The other letter was written in defective En- 
glish, and read as follows: 

“Should ever my body be found in any circumstance, 
pleas® bury me at the nearest Catholique ground. 
such thing will happen, it is on private family trouble, 
perhaps too severe on my side, but yet I cannot submit 
tothe shame. God, I hope, will forgive to those who 
struggle and try to keep up, but age and illness may 
cme time may make you to mourn and not hold out 

ands.”’

SENATOR BAYARD’S VIEWS. 
THIS ELECTION REGARDED AS A CRISIS IN 
AMERICAN AFFAIRS. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Nov. 6.—Senator Bay- 
ard watched the election returns to-day with an 
anxious interest, almost solicitude. He has a 
firm belief, based upon the returns furnished by 
the newspapers, that Cleveland has carried New- 
York State, and that any attempted repetition of 
the frauds of 1876 are impossible in that State. 
Upon the assurance of Cleveland's election, Sen- 
ator Bayara expressed himself to your corres 
spondent concerning what he regards as an 
American crisis: *‘ The thing that really impresses 
me the most at this time is the capacity of our 
republican form of government to right itself: 
that if the process of popular election can 
prove itself to be the safety valve at 
popular discontent and sense of wrong, its vast 
superiority to the methods of force and biood 


with which the history of government elsewhere 
has been disfigured must justify the experiment 
established here 100 years ago. It is almost im- 
possible to exaggerate the feeling of interest 
and excitement that has pervaded all classes of 
society during this canvass. The excitement has 
been so great that it would be impossible under 
any other form of goverument than ours 
to have had a peaceable solution of 
the difficulty. Being firmly convinced as 
I am that thi: election was a crisis for 
the American people and their Government I 
am deeply impressed with the strength of the 
moral forces that have vinaicated themselves 
and prevailed. It is a time, therefore, of con- 
gratulation not only to those whose votes have 
prevailed, but to that large minority who have 
been overcome, because the victory has been 
gained without the employment of a single 
torce abhorrent to the true principles of good 
government and really in opposition to those 
forces that have insidiously grown to strength 
inan era of warand excitement, and have heen 
overcome at a moment when their influences 
had become most dangerous to the safety and 
welfare of the Republic. 

‘*Independent of the individual agencies em- 
ployed in the contest the new majority are log- 
ically bound to walk in the pathway of reform. 
Economies must be instituted, a purer and bet- 
ter political morality must be practiced, and the 
great popular powers of government must be 
exercised in a broader spirit and Jess under the 
control and domination of selfish individual and 
class interests. In short,1 think our country- 
men of all parties, all classes and races may con- 
gratulate themselves that the ship of State has 
righted herself in the midst of a heavv sea, and 
that what has been accomplished is not to be 
narrowed tv individual or party benefit, but will 
be found to be salutary and beneficial to the 
public health and the general welfare.” 
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PICKED UP IN THE STREETS. 


SALE OF SECOND-HAND GOODS AT THE COR- 
PORATION YARD. 

A squatty little man with a surprisingly 
red face sauntered into the yardat the foot of 
Gansevoort-street, yesterday forenoon, over the 
gate of whichisa weatherbeaten sign reading, 
“Corporation Yard.’’ He wore a suit of second- 
hand clothes, had a second-hand hat on his head, 
and his feet were encased in second-hand boots. 
He was followed by a tall. cadaverous man, who 
worea suit of second-hand clothes, a second- 
hand hast, and second-hand shoes. The two 
shook hands solemnly. and eyed each other 
askance. They strolled around the yard in op- 
posite directions and met onthe other side. A 
compact was made by which at the sale. which 
followed, these two second-hand dealers scooped 
in the cream of the goods at skim-milk prices. 

The sale was by order of the Department of 
Public Works, and was of articles picked up 
from the streets and removed as obstructions 
therein. The yard is about eight rods square. 
Excepting for narrow lanes here and there it 
was packed from fence to fence many feet high 
with goods of every conceivable class. There 
was pile after pile of household furniture, in- 
cluding chairs, tables, bedding, stoves, and com- 
plete kits of cheap cooking utensils. 

The household goods were mostly of the cheap- 
est class, though there were occasional excep- 
tions. There was one old-fashioned bureau in- 
cluded in a lot sold for $6 which, put into a 
Fifth-avenue store, would be bought up 
at any price by lovers of the ancient. 
There was one set of very good of- 
fice furniture, including a large desk, sold 
for $650. It is said that a saloonkeeper 
never fails in business, and Auctioneer Van Tas- 
sell explained, as he sold a complete barroom 
outfitanda large beer pump, that the former 
owner had got rich so fast that he oniy took time 
to throw the stuff out as it was replaced with 
mahogany, and didn’t care to realize onit: A 
complete house, built in sections ready to put 
together, was put up and knocked down ata 
bid of $4 50. A thousand or more empty dry- 
goods boxes went for a song. Ten thousand 
bricks were sold for $5. A heavy bob sled was 
bought for $3 50. Fully a quarter of the yard 
was filled with catts, wagons, drays, and other 
vehicles, some with one wheel gone, some 
with two, and some with three. Others 
had been so completely wrecked in 1un- 
away or collision that they were good 
for nothing but kindling wood after the iron 
was removed. Several news and fruit stands 
werein the miscellaneous collection. A dozen 
barber’s poles were scattered about with half a 
hundred signs. Those of saloons were in the 
mujority. One finely painted gilt sign had 
adorned the front of some * rupture-cure” es- 
tablishment. The story goes that the police 
wanted the owner of the sign instead of that 
ornamental article, but that Canada received 
him in her usual courteous way before they 
could get a grip on him. dummy figure, 
clothed in oilskin garments, was there, having 
been removed as an obstruction from in frontof 
a Bleecker-street store. The owner became stub- 
born, wouldn’t go to the trouble of calling tor 
it. and it was soid for a trifle. 

The second-hand dealers got all the household 
goods. The rest went to wagonmakers, painters, 
and a few who bid in articles just because they 
went cheap, knowing that they didn’t want 
them and would never have use for them. 
There were not over 50 bidders in the 
vard,and a queer crowd it was. Thirty of the 
50 wore clothes that had been made for some- 
body not related to them long years ago. ®@Thev 
were seedy when they fell into the hands of their 
present owners, and for months they had been 
growing seedier day by day. All were on the 
make. They had been brought up toit. .

THE GANVASS OF THE VOTES. 
—-- F 
PROCEDURE IN THE COUNTRY DISTRICTS IN 
A PRESIDENTIAL ELECTION. 

The discussions with regard to the hand- 
ling of election returns in this State have witnin 
the past two days called public attention to the 
manner in which votes are canvassed through- 
out the State, exclusive of such cities where 
special election laws govern. The Revised 
Statutes prescribe that two Inspectors of 
Election for each election district shall 
be voted for at the annual town meetings 
or-charter elections. No more than two names 
are counted on any one ballot for such In- 
spectors. After the votes of the town meetings 
or charter elections have been canvassed the 


residing officers of the election appoin’ another 
Inspector for each election district. This third 
Inspector is selected from the two persons in an 
election district who have received the highest 
number of votes next to the two Inspectors 


‘elected. Vaoancies are filled by appointment by 


the Supervisor, Town Clerk, and Justices of the 
Peace of each town. Inspectors thus elected 
ane appointed serve at all elections held during 

e year. 

The Inspectors organize in each election dis- 
trict on election day by appoiating one of their 
number Chairman, and all take the oath of office 
required by the Constitution. They appoint 
two Poll Clerks in each district. The poils are 
kept open until sunset. The voting is by ballot 
in the usual way. When the poll is closed the 
Inspectors in each district proceed to count the 
votes. Their canvass is public, and must not 
be adjourned or postponed until finally com- 
peces. When Electors of President and Vice- 

resident are balloted for the Inspectors 
make a separate canvass and statement of 
the votes given<for Electors by ascertaining 
how many ballots of the same kind, correspond- 
ing in respect to the names on them, have been 
received. The result being found, the Inspectors 
securely attach to paper one original ballot of 
each kind found to have been given for Electors. 
They are required to statein words at full length 
opposite such ballot, and written partly thereon 
and partly on the paper to which it is attached, 
the whole number of ballots for Electors that 
were found to have been received corresponding 
to the one so attached. Thev are also required 
to attach to the paper all original ballots for 
Eelectors which have been rejected as defective. 

The statements made by the Inspectors con- 
tain a recital of the number of ballots cast for 
each person and a certificate, subscribed by the 
Inspectors that the statements are correct in 
allrespects. The original statements in each 
district so certified must be delivered to the 
Py peeeeee of the town or ward within 24 hours. 
If there be no Supervisor, or if he be absent, 
the statement must be delivered to one 
of the Assessors of the town or ward. 
The Supervisors or Assessors to whom the 
statements are delivered from the County Board 
of Canvassers. They meet in the office of the 
County Clerk, at 1 o’clock in the afternoon of 
the Tuesday following tho election, except in 
Hamilton County. In the latter they meet on 
the Friday following the election and send the 
result to the canvassers in Hamilton County. 
The Clerk of a county is the Secretary of the 
County Board of Canvassers. 

The County Canvassers take oaths of office 
and proceed to estimate the votes of the county. 
They may make such statements as the nature of 
the election requires, and deliver them to the 
County Clerk, They make a separate state- 
ment of the votes’ given for Presidential 
Electors. In these statements there are 
contained the whole number of votes 
given in each town and district, the names of 
the candidates and the number of votes given to 
each. The whole statement, numbers and all, 
must be written out in words at full length. g 
Each_ statement is certified as correct, and at- 
tested by the signatures of the Chairman and 
Secretary of the board. A copy, duly certified 
and attested, is delivered to the County Clerk, to 
be recorded in his office, 

The County Clerk of each county makés three 
certified copies of the statement of votes for 
Presidential Electors in his county immediately 
after recording the statement. Oneof | he copies 
is sent by mail to the Governor, another, also by 
mail, to the Secretary of State, and the third is 
sent by messenger, according to certain methods 

rescribed by statute, to the Secretary of State. 

his latter officer is uired to see to it that 
returns are forwarded from every county. He 
appoints a meeting of the State Board of Can- 
vassers, to be held in his office on or before the 15th 
of December. The State Canvassers consist of 
the Secretary of State, Controller, State Engi- 
neer and Surveyor, Attorney-General, and 
Treasurer. Ifa majority of these ptérsons are 
unable to attend or fail todo so, the Secretary 
of State calls in the Mayor and Recorder of the 
City of Albanv, who, together with the officers 
attending, form the hoard of State Canvassers. 
This board makes out und certifies the vote bv 
districts and counties. The members sign their 
names to the statement, which is given to the 
Secretary of State. Ifa canvasser dissents from 
the decision of the board he is obliged to state in 
writing the reasons for the dissent. The Secre- 
tary of State, after receiving the statement of 
the State Board, sends a certified copy to each 
Elector chosen. These Electors then meet in Al- 
bany on the first Tuesday in December, choose a 
President and Secretary, and ballot. Their de- 
termination, duly sealed and certified, 1s sent on 
to Washington, and also given to the Federal 
Judge for the Northern District of New-York. 





A WIFE’S TERRIBLE CRIME.

DEATH UF DR. JOSEPH ALLISON REED. 

Dr. Joseph Allison Reed, the Superin- 
tendent of the Dixmont Insane Asylum, died 
suddenly yesterday, of kidney disease, at Pitts- 
burg. Dr. Reed was born at Washington, 
Penn., Dec. 81, 1828, and was educated at 
Washington College, where he was grad- 
uated Master of Arts in 1842. He after- 
ward studied at Jefferson Medical College, 
where he received the degree of Doctor of Medi- 
cine in 1847. He established himself in general 
practice in Allegheny City, Penn,, and remained 
until 1857, when he was appointed Superintendent 
of the Western Pennsylvania Hospital for the 
Insane. Dr. Reed made the treatment of the 
insane his especial study. He obtained from 
the Legislature the necessary appropriation 
for a new hospital building, and under his super- 
vision the edifice at Dixmont was erected. Dr. 
Reed was a member of the flléghony County 
Se ba Society, the American Association of 
Medical Superintendents of Insane Asylums, 
and the American Social Science Association. 
He was physician for three years in the 
Western Pennsylvania House of Refuge, a 
member of the commission appointed by the 
Legislature to superintend the erection of the 
Danville Insane Asyium, &@ member of the com- 
mittee appointed by the Legislature to report 
on the care of the crimiual insane, and a member 
of the committee appointed by the American 
Social Science Association to report on proper 
rovision for the insane. Dr. Reed married Miss 
liza J. Hay, of Troy, who died in 1858. He then 
ooo Miss Mary k, Fahnestock, of Borden- 
own.

THE WINNIPEG FLOGGING. 
THE PUNISHMENT THAT EXCITED POPULAR 
{NDIGNATION. 

From the Montreal (Canada) Gazette, Nov. 5. 

The following is the description of the 
flogging of a prisoner in the Winnipeg Jail, pub- 
lished in the Times of Thursday last, which led 
to the burning in effigy of Attorney-General 
Miller and threats of vengeance againgt him: 

“This morning, about 12:45 o’clock, a scene 
took place in the jail yard which very seldom 
occurs in Canada. It was the flogging of the 
prisoner McCormack, who yesterday escaped 
from the jail, in which he was working, and was 
recaptured. Last night he was shackled and 
stowed away in the dark cell, and early this 
morning the Attorney-General issued an order 
for the flogging. Atthe time mentioned all the 
prisoners, 25 in number, were mustered in the 
Yard, the guards standing over them armed with 
rifles, and McCormack was then brought out. Up 
to this time he had no intimation whatever of 
the intended punishment, and at first was at 
a loss to understand what ceremony was 
about to be performed. The sight of the tri- 
angle in the corner of the yard, however, 
speedily dispersed any doubts that may have 
existed in his mind, and he was noticed to trem- 
ble all over with fear. The Sheriff then calied 
him by name and proceeded to read the order 
issued by the Attorney-General for his punish- 
ment. The oraer directed that 12 lashes be given 
him now and 12 more one month before the ex- 
piration of his term of imprisonment. This, 

owever, is made subject to his conduct during 
his stay in jail. The prisoner listened to the 
reading of the document in a dazed manner, 
and paid little attention to it. After 
the reading was finished he simply said 
that he did not understand the rules of 
the jail. He was then seized by two surakeys 
and stripped to the waist, and bound to 
the triangle, which stood in the southeast corner 
of the yari. While the straps were being ad- 
justed he whined pitifully and pleaded for mercy. 
A turnkey seized the cat, a barbarous machine, 
with a handle about a foot long, to which wore 
attached a number of whip cords with the ends 
knotted. After testing it he stepped back and, 
suddenly gg 3 it around his head, it descend- 
ed whistling through the air upon the back of 
the infortunate man, who literally bellowed 
under the influence of pain. ‘My Goa! he cried, 
‘do you mean to kill me?’ andimmediately after 
the lash descended a second time, leaving long, 
red scars wherever it touched, which almost in- 
stantly turned to black. The knots at the end of 
the tails did wonderful execution, raising hide- 
ous-looking blood blisters. McCormack was by 
this time writhing terribly under the pain, 
and his contortions were terrible. At the fitth 
lashthe blood began to fiow, and before the 
whole punishment had been administered his 
back was one mass of lJarcerated flesh, from 
whichthe gore trickled in streams down his 
back. During the last few strokes which were 
jaid on ver severely, his agony was painful to 
witness. e kept crying, ‘My God, m od,’ 
until released from the frame, when he ainted, 
but was soon brought to his senses by an appli- 
cation of snow. He was then placed ina cell 
and the wounds bathedin brine. He lay on the 
flour of the cell sobbing like a child. He was 
terribly exhausted, and the opinion was ex- 
pressed by medical men that he could not have 
stood much more. The ceremony was witnessed

THE PRESENT STATE OF AFFAIRS, 


WINNIPEG, Nov. 2.—The excitement over 
the McCormack flogging has entirely subsided, 
and a feeling is setting in that the action of the 
crowd was hasty and entirely due to a misap- 
prehension of the facts and the hot-headedness 
of the ringleaders, who are political opponents 
of Attorney-General Miller. A report that 400 
Canadian Pacific Railway employes would visit 
the jail last night and demand the release of the 
prisoners—a rumor which was entirely foun- 
dationless—was generally believed, and the Gov- 
ernment was prepared for the emergency. De- 
tachments from the Ninetieth Battalion, the 
tield battery, and cavalry were stationed in the 
Parliament Buildings, and the city police force 
was on the alert. It was ascertained ata late 
hour that the reports were set afloat by inter- 
ested demagogues, and the soldiers were dis- 
missed except asmall guard. Previous to their 
dismissal Messrs. Norquay, Miller, Col. Hough- 
ton, and others addressed the volunteers, thank- 
ing them fortheir alacrity in turning out and 
their loyalty to the cause of peaceand order. 
The soldiers departed, after giving hearty cheers 
forthe Queen, the Premier, and the Attorney- 
General. 

Your correspondent yesterday interviewed 
Mr. Miller, who has been at his office as usual 
during the whole trouble. It is claimed that the 
whole excitement arose out of sensational 
and untruthful newspaper reports written by 
boys who were not present at the Soggsing. 
He will bring the matter before the Grand 
Jury, which meets on Tuesday, and summon 
reporters, editors, and others, including the 
pester. that a thorough investigation might 

had. The investigation, he felt confi- 
dent, would bea vindication of the course he 
had pursued—a course taken only in the in- 
terests of the law-abiding portion of the com- 
munity, and necessary under the circum- 
stances. Already many prominent citizens 
who at first were indignant had expressed to him 
personally deep regret for hasty condemnatory 
remarks, made under a total misapprehension of 
the facts,and he believed that fore a week 
everybody would justify hisconduct. Friends of 
the prisoner have been allowed to see him, and 
they ony be stated that he was willing to under- 
xo another punishment if his imprisonment was 
shortened. As the actual facts become known 
the feeling prevails that the whole affair has 
been greatly misrepresented, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral grossly maligned and unfairly treated, and 
that the outburst of indignation and attempted 
mob rule was not only entirely uncalled for, but 
utterly unjustifiable, and injurious to the inter- 
terests of Winnipeg and the Northwest.

BENEATH THE GULF STREAM. 


RECENT EXPLORATIONS BY THE UNITEL 
STATES FISH COMMISSION STEAMER AL- 


BATROSS. 

The exploration of the Gulf Stream re 
gion was continued this season under nearly the 
same conditions as in 1883 by the steamer Alba- 
tross, Lieut. Z. L. Tanner, commander. During 
the five trips made from July to September, 93 
dredgings were obtained, In most of these a 
large beam-trawl was used very successfully, 
even at great depths. Of these dredgings 5 
were in depths between 2,000 and 2,600 fathoms, 


4 successful;) 20 were between 1,000 and 2,000 
athoms; 24 between 500 and 1,000 fathoms; 8 be- 
tween 300 and 500 fathoms; 36 between 50 and 
fathoms. 

The ficst trip was made while the steamer was 
on her way north from Norfolk, Va., and some 
of the localities were off the coast of Maryland, 
the most southern being in north latitude 37° 
57’, but most of the others have been made in 
the region south and southeast of Martha's Vine- 
yard, though some of them were a !ong way off 
the coast. The five stations in depths below 
2,000 tathoms were more than half way to Ber- 
muda, and nearly east of the coast of Virginia, 
between north latitude 36° 05’ 30” and 37° 48’ 30”. 
and between west longitude 68° 21’ and 71° ee 

The results are highly satisfactory, both in the 
way of physical observations and zoological dis- 
coveries, 

CHARACTER OF THE DEEP-SEA DEPOSITS. 


Some yery interesting and important discover- 
ies were made in regard to the nature of the ma- 
terials composing the sea bottom under the Gulf 
Stream at great depths. These observations are 
of ous interest froma geological point of view, 
and some of them are contrary to the experience 
of other expeditions and not in accordance with 
the generally accepted theory of the nature of 
the deposts far from land. The bottom between 
600 and 2, fathoms, in other regions, has zen- 
erally been found to consist mainly of the 
minute shells of foraminifera, which live at 
the surface and fall to the bottom as they 
die. This material is called “ globigerina 00zé. 
Off our northern coasts, however, although 
there is a more or less impure globigerina ooze, 
atsuch depths, at most localities beneath the 
Gulf Stream, this is by no means always the 
case. The ooze is always mixed with some sand 
and frequently with much clay mud. In anum- 
ber of instances the bottom in depths between 
400 and 1,200 fathoms has been found to consist 
of tough and compact clay, so thoroughly hard- 
ened that many large angular masses, some- 
times weighing more than 100 pounds, have been 
brought up in the trawl and have not been 
washed away appreciably, notwithstanding the 
rapidity with which they have been drawn 
up through about two miles of water. 
In fact, these masses of hard clay resemble 
large angular blocks of stone, but when cut 
with a knife they have a consistency somewhat 
like hard castile soap, and in sections are mottled 
with lighter and darker tints of dull green, 
olive, and bluish gray. When dried they de- 
velop cracks and break up into angular frag- 
ments. This material is genuine clay, mixed 
with more or less sand, showing under the mi- 
croscope grains of quartz and feldspar, with 
some scales of mica. More or less of the shells 
of globigerina and other foraminifera are con- 
tained in the clay, but they make up avery 
small percentage of the material. : 

In other localities, between 1,000 and 1,600 
fathoms, the bottom is covered with or largely 
compraee of hard, very irregular, flattened, 
crust-like concretions of clay and iron oxide, 
witb more or less manganese oxide in the crev- 
ices and worm burrows with which they are 
filled. At some localities several hundred pounds 
of such masses were brought up, varying in size 
from a few ounces up to 20 pounds or more in 
weight, and from linch to 6inchesin thickness. 

At station 2,228, 1n 1,582 fathoms, north lati- 
tude 37° 25’, west longitude 73° 06’, a large quan- 
tity of irregular, crusty, and cavernous concre- 
tions and masses of ferruginous clay, with con- 
siderable black manganese oxide lining the holes 
and cracks, was dredged. The lower side of 
many of the masses consisted of sticky biuish 
clay. It was estimated that about a ton of this 
material came up. There were adhering to thesé 
hard masses some corals, gorgonians, hydroids, 
and bryozoa, with the rare brachiopods, Discina 
Atlantica, and Waldheimia craniuin, in consider- 
able numbers. 

Rounded boulders and pebbles of granite, 
gneiss, and other crystalline rocks occurred ata 
number of stations under the Gulf Stream. One 
boulder, weighing over 20 pounds, was taken in 
1,178 fathoms. The following are other localities: 
Station 2,195, in 1,058 fathoms, north latitude 
89° 44’, west longitude 70° 03’, a granitic boulder, 
about 4 inches in diameter, its surface cov- 
ered with adherent species of foraminifera and 
some annelid tubes; station 2,226, in 2,02] fath- 
oms, north latitude 37° 00’, west longitude 71° 54’, 
a large number of pebbles and smal! boulders of 

ranite, porphyry, &c., and some coal cinders. 

he vebbles were more or less covered with 
adherent foraminifera and bryozoa. Scattered 
boulders and pebbles have also occurred at many 
other localities along the inner edge of the Guif 
Stream. These have probably all been carried 
ened rg by ice floating away from the coast in 
pring. 

A curious instance of the occurrence of abun- 
dant relics of human handiwork was observed 
this year. At station 2,222, in 1,537 fathoms, 
north latitude 39° 03’ 15’, west longitude 70° 50 
46’’, beneath the Gulf Stream, a large number of 
common bricks with mortar and soot still ad- 
hering to them were brought up the 
trawl... Some were nearly entire, but 
most were in fragments. <Annelid tubes, 
brachiopods, (Atrekia gnomon,) and other 
forms of deep-sea life were attached to 
them, but only in small quantities, showing that 
they had not been on the bottom very long. 
These may have come from some wreck or they 
may have formed the deck furnace of some 
whaling vessel and have been thrown overboard 
onthe homeward trip. At any rate, the acci- 
dent of hitting upon the precise locality of such 
relics is very curious. Otherwise than in this 
instance we have rarely found in deep water 
any human traces except coal cinders from 
steamers. ; 

In all the 10 localities between 2,000 and 3,000 
fathoms, the bottom was “globigerina ooze.”’ 
We have never met with the “red clay,” which 
ought to occur at such depths according to the 
observations made during the cruise of the Chal. 
lenger. 

TEMPERATURES. 


The temperatures observed with the much im- 
proved thermometers now used on the Alba- 
tross were between 36.4° and 87° Fahrerheit 
in 2,000 to 2,600 fathoms. But temperatures 
essentially the same as these were also taken in 

to 1,500 fathoms, and even in 965 fathoms 
one observation gave 36.8° Fahrenheit. It fol- 
lows from these observations that nearly the 
minimum temperature is reached at about 1,000 
fathoms in this region. 


CHARACTER OF THE LIFE. 


The zoological results this year are very im- 
portant. any additions to the fauna of great 
depths were made and a large proportion of 
them are undescribed forms. Some of the fishes 
were of great interest. Huge spiny spider-crabs 
(Lithodes Agassizii) over three feet across were 
brass ates r- to rape bh ena enqmer very 
arge crab (Ger) quinquedens) occurred in great 
abundance in B00 to 1,00) fathoms, while in 2,574 
fathoms a large and strong lobster-like species 
(Munidopsis) was taken. Numerous species of 
handsome shrimp, many of them bright colored 
and some of very large size, occurred in 1,000 to 
2,900 fathoms. Even those from below 2,000 
fathoms have large eyes. Some of these have 
net heen taken before. 

Many very interesting Echinoderms have been 
obtained this year and last in addition to all 
those previously discovered. Among these are 
two very large and curious Holothurians (Bentho- 
dytes gigantea and Euphronides cornuta) recently 
described by me, both of which were taken in 
abundance this year, thé former, named “ Box- 
ing gloves” by the sailors, in 904 to 2,033 
fathoms, the latter, not inaptly named ‘* Over- 
shoes” by our men, in 861 to 1,735 fathoms. 
Of sea-urchins or Echini, besides many moré 
common forms, we have taken two of those 
singular species, confined to the deep sea, hav- 
ing flexible’shells, (Phormosoma placenta and P. 
uranus,) in many localities and in considerable 
numbers. P. uranus occurred in 568 t& 1,080 
fathoms, Some of the specimens ure 8 or 9 
inches in} diameter, and of a rich purplish color, 
an unusual color.for deep-sea animais. P. pla- 
centa ranges from 458 to 1,230 fathoms. Other 
interesting species were Pourtalesia Jeffreysii, 
in 1,255 1,555 fathoms; Aceste bellidifera, 
in 1,467 fathoms; Urechinus Naresianus, in 1,309 
fathoms, and Aspidodiadema Antillarum, in 991 
fathoms. The last had not been taken before 
north of the West Indies. A fxs specimen of 
a was taken in 2,021 fathoms, station 


_ The additions to our list of starfishes have 
been numerous and important during the last 
two years. Two new species of the remarkable 
genus Brisinga have been taken in many local- 
ities, sometimes in large numbers. One of these, 
B. elegans V.,) has often been obtained and pre- 
served nearly entire. It is a handsome scarlet 
species, with long slender arms, usually 11 or 12 
in number, but varying from 9 to 13. The other 
is a coarser species, (B. costata V.,) which usually 
comes up broken into numerous fragments by 
spontaneous division. Among the other largeand 
conspicuous new forms Arcilaster grandis V. od- 
curred abundantly in 965 to 2,033 fathoms, and 
Benthopecten spinosus V. in 855 to 2,021 fathoms. 
Both of these are scarlet or orange in color, 
and attain to more than a foot in diameter. 

Several interesting additions to the gros of 
corals were obtained. One of these is a very 
elegant cup-coral, (Desmophylium,) taken in 
1,060 fathoms, and another handsome species 
growing in the form of 8 cornucopia, (Caryo- 
phyllta.) There were also various kinds of gor- 
gonian corals, some of them growing to large 
size, in the form of small shrubs or trees. These 
are common in 1,000 to 2,000 fathoms. The 
“rea-pens” were liberally represented by large 
and handsome species ot Pennatula and other 
related torms in 500 to 1,100 fathoms. The most 
interesting discovery in this group was a re- 
markable new genus, growing a foot or more 
high, with dense lateral clusters of long and 
large flexible . blood-red polyps, each cluster re- 
sembling a bouquet of flowers. This was taken 
in 991 to 1,078 fathoms. No similar species has 
ever been taken before in the > gea. 

The shells taken in depths of 1,000 to 2,600 
futhoms are numerousand very interesting, in- 
cluding a large number of entirely unknow 
forms, some of them beautifully ornamen 
There were aiso several new species of cephalo- 
pods, allied to the squids and devil-fishes of 
shallow water.

The people of this country may, well 
ask how much longer an audacious gang 
of sharpers will abuse their patience with 
false returns of the most important Presi- 
dential election ever held in the United 
States. There is no shadow of doubt 
that GROVER CLEVELAND has been elected 
President. Our returns from the counties 
of New-York are complete, and they show 
2a Democratic plurality of 1,276. The re- 
turns by districts given out by the Asso- 
ciated Press during the day yesterday were 
misleading, and though the latest of these 
worthless reports issued up to the pres- 
ent writing shows a Democratic plu- 
rality of only 117, it is reported that the 
figures in the Western Union office last 
night actually showed a Democratic 
plurality of about 1,500, but that 
it has been decided to hold these figures 
back another day. Itisa matter of in- 
difference to our readers what the Asso- 
ciated Press figures show or when it may 
suit the Associated Press to give them out, 
for our own returns by special dispatches 
are complete and entirely trustworthy. 
Gov. CLEVELAND will receive 219 votes in 
the Electoral College, New-York giving 
him 36, the South 153, Indiana 15, Con- 
necticut 6, and New-Jersey 9, leaving Mr. 
BLAINE 182 votes, including that of Mich- 
igan, which may yet be lost to him. 











The Blaine managers in Virginia, as will 
be seen by our Richmond dispatch, virtu- 
ally give up their claim to the State.

Mr. ELKINS may as well tell the per- 
sons who are undergoing the moral and 
mental wear and tear of trying to count 
out Virginia to relax their exertions, 
which are now absolutely useless.

é A DANGEROUS GAME. - 


& For the past 48 hours Mr. Jay _GouLp 
has been using the Western Union Tele- 
graph to spread abroad through the Unit- 
ed States false information as to the re- 
sult of the election in the State of .New- 
York. * The proof of this is‘ well known 
to every intelligent ‘ journalist in ; New- 
York. Mr. Goutp did the same ‘thing in 
October with reference to the ‘election in 
Ohio, when not one specific statement ca- 
pable of verification or exposure was.al- 
lowed to pass over the Western Union 
wires for more than thirty hours, and 
when the statements > that + were 
sent were. shown within two days to be 
conspicuously and intentionally false.. As 
to the vote of New-York the plot has been 
nearly identical and has been carried out 
with even more persistence. The returns 
have been sent out in lumps of “‘ election 
districts,” which are not named and cannot 
be identified, and the publication of these 
has been made in amounts and at times to 
suit the schemers. Occasional pronun- 
ciamentos from the Blaine , committee 
have shown that returns from ; compara- 
tively remote points} have been used 
promptly, while thdse from points within 
an hour's ride of the Western Union Build- 
ing have been held back. Meanwhile there 
have been long jbreaks during which no 
returns whatever have been given out, 
and these intervals have been used to is- 
sue boasting bulletins in vague terms as to 
the general result. t All the time the dis- 
patches in the offices of real newspapers, 
from county committees of both sides and 
from county officers holding the official 
returns, have steadily contradicted both 
the doctored figures of the Gould men and 
the bulletins of the Blaine managers. * 
The motives of the Gould-Blaine com- 
bination are obvious. ; They have deter- 
mined to keep back the truth, to confuse 
the public mind, and to inflame the pas- 
sions of their followers or dupes, in hope 
that by fraud and corruption in Virginia, 
in West Virginia, or in Indiana, they could 
secure enough Electoral votes to dispense 
with New-York. They have also dared 
to think that there would be an opportu- 
nity to falsify. the .vote in this State, 
and, if every device elsewhere failed 
them, to steal the Presidency here.

« There is scarcely a doubt that at least 
20,000 votes were lost to CLEVELAND in 
this city, by, the treachery and corrupt 
trading of Tammany workers in their 
effort to elect a Mayor. Probably in a 
small way there was dickering in behalf 
of minor candidates . which increased this 
loss. This made a difference of at least 
40,000 in the» plurality. ' When we con- 
sider the narrow margin by which 
the Electoral ticket was chosen in 
this State, and the fact that the votes 
of this State in all probability decided the 
Presidential election and settled all the 
momentous issues involved in the nomina- 
tion of such a man as BLAINE, the tre- 
mendous importance of the opportunity 
afforded for this infamous business of 
‘trading in votes is obvious. : It might have 
been possible for it also to decide the 
municipal election, on which the cause of 
reform in the administration of the affairs

| tor national and State officés. The argu- 
ment for such achange was already very 
strong. There is no reason why general 
politics should enter at all into the contest 
for city offices. The questions involved 
relate solely to the management of the 
public business of the ¢ity, the paving, 
lighting, and cleaning of streets, con- 
structing and repairing of sewers and 
docks, care of parks and the public health, 
the protection of life and property, &c. 
What is wanted is mainly economy, 
honesty and efficiency in administration 
and a jealous care of the city finances. 
There are no questions of policy depend- 
ent upon the position of parties, and there 
is every reason why the people should 
vote at the city elections with entire inde- 
pendence of party affiliations. But so 
long as the city canvass is mixed up with 
that which is dominated by party feeling 
it will be impéssible to prevent party nom- 
inations and their support, in a great 
measure, On party grounds, - While that- 
is the case the faction leaders will struggle 
for control, make their deals and bargains, 
and have a chance of carrying their ends. 
If the city election were held in the 
Spring and conducted by itself on the 
merits of candidates and of the questions 
affecting ‘municipal administration alone 
there would be a much greater chance of 
independence in voting and of the suc- 
cess of movements headed by citizens 
irrespective of party to secure honesty, 
economy, and efficiency. There is but a 
single serious drawback. There would be 
danger of apathy and a light vote,: but 
the interests of the city are so important 
and so directly affect the daily life of 
the people ands the” pockets of the 
taxpayers that it ought to be quite possi- 
ble to awaken interest enough at intervals 
of two or three years to secure attention 
to local issues. The power and _ responsi- 
bility now centred in the Mayor are cal- 
culated to enhance the interest of voters 
in the municipal canvass and to overcome 
in some measure the tendency to indif- 
ference. * We believe that it would not 
only be entirely safe to.try this experi- 
ment, but that the change is one of great 
importance which should be urged upon 
the attention of the next Legislature. » It 
ought to be effected with very little oppo- 
sition, . 
THE BLAINE ‘“‘ LAMBS.” 
» Mr. STEVE ELKINS probably concluded 
in his private mind early on Wednesday 
that there was no political object to be 
gained by continuing to claim New-York, 
but kept on claiming merely on a desperate 
and undefined chance.

y » THE GAS MONOPOLY. ' 

For years the gas companies have had 
consumers in this city by the throat. Al- 
though they have existed under several 
distinct names, with distinct offices and 
machinery, they have been, from the con- 
sumer’s point of view, only one company, 
and their business has been an oppressive, 
and in some cases an almost intolerable, 
monopoly. They entered into an agree- 
ment to divide the territory and to de- 
mand $2 25 for one thousand feet of gas. 
There was no competition, for the several 
companies had formed a league for 
the purpose of despoiling citizens. The 
profits have been enormous. One of the 
companies declared a dividend of 20 per 
cent. last year, and in addition to this 
sum every stockholder received by check 
a slice of the surplus profits remaining un- 
divided, Gas can be made and supplied 
in this city at a fair profit for one-half of 
the price demanded by the monopoly cor- 
poration. Of the $2 25 charged and col- 
lected a large proportion goes into the 
stockholders’ pockets in one form or an- 
other, and the unfortunate consumer is 
powerless, He must pay the price or go 
without gas. 

The advent.of a new rival has caused. 








the'old. companies to unite for common | 
defense. This rival has a charter that 
requires it to sell gas for no- greater 
price than $1 75 a thousand, and forbids 
it to join any consolidation that may be 
effected for the purpose of exacting a 
higher rate than this, The new company 
has laid many miles of mains and 
will soon begin to supply gas. It has 
thousands of applications from _resi- 
dents in all parts of the city. The 
old companies—now consolidated—have 
a fight on their hands. Their purposes 
have not been made known, but it is plain 
that by consolidation they can reduce ex- 
penses by dispensing with many salaried 
officers and by concentrating their pro- 
ducing plant. In these ways they can 
prepare for a reduction of price, which 
will probably mark the beginning of the 
contest, and can gain some advantage by 
securing a more compact and more easily 
managed organization, R 

The consolidation has been accompanied 
by stock watering that recalls the his- 
tory of Jay GOULD’s Western Union Tele- 
graph Company. Govu.p has undertaken 
to compel the people of the United States 
to pay 7 per cent. on a watered capi- 
tal stock of $80,000,000, while it is well 
known that the capital really invested is 
not more than $30,000,000. The old gas 
companies propose that the consumers in 
this city shall pay dividends on a fictitious 
capital of nearly $45,000,000, although the 
entire plant of the companies could be re- 
produced for $16,000,000. One of the old 
companies remains outside of the league 
for the reason, it is said, that it can be 
more useful in the fight as a guerrilla than 
as a recognized member of the new com- 
bination. But the stock of the-companies 
included in the combination has been 
watered up to $39,000,000. ; 

By and by the consolidated company 
may point to this ‘‘ capital” and to a divi- 
dend of 10 per cent. and try to convince 
some one that a 10 per cent. profit is not 
excessive. But if the watered : capital 
really represents only $13,000,000 or so, 
invested in plant, an apparent 10 per cent. 
dividend will be in fact a dividend of 30 
per cent. : By watering stock an excessive 
dividend is concealed from all, except 
those who know how much money has 
really been invested. i 

A gas monopoly despoils, consumers in 
two ways; it compels them to pay 100 per 
cent. more than can fairly be demanded 
for the gas which they use, and at the 
same time it increases taxes by forcing 
the city to’ pay, an exorbitant price for 
street lights. A corrupt City Government 
has allowed the gas companies in New- 
York to’ have their own way, and there 
has been no more competition in bidding 
for street lights and other public supply 
than in serving private consumers.*: + :34 
% The rival company seems to be’ taking 
up the work in ; earnest. :. We do. not at 
‘present see by what method or schemes 
it is to be crushed by the old. monopoly, 
.but we can be sure that all plans that can 
be devised will be used by the combina- 
tion. { If it shall be driven from the field 
the } city » will . be » at » the & mercy 
of 2 the ¢ old ». companies * and} their 
grasping “ stockholders, : who % will be 
able to raise » their ‘ prices without 
restraint and reduce the quality of their 
gas without fear. Gas is supplied to-day 
in Chicago for $1 25 and in many’ other 
cities at $1 75.", It can be’ made and sold 
here with fair: profit for’ $1 25,‘ andthe 
people of New-York should earnestly strive 
to throw off the burden of a monopoly 
that exacts $2 25.

CURIOSITIES, 

The “‘ curiosities” of the dime museum 
are downcast at the result of the election. 
The nomination of the two renowned tat- 
tooed men, BLAINE and BUTLER, and of 
the beautiful Circassian, BELva } Lock- 
Woop, had given rise to’ the hope that 
museum curiosities might in‘ the * near 
future be able ‘to turn’! their / attention 
profitably to politics.*; That hope is now 
dashed, and the dime museums are every- 
where shrouded in a gloom deeper than 
that ordinarily produced by their respect- 
ive brass bands. 

Tattooed men, doubtless, have their uses. 
They earn fair salaries in dime museums, 
and they are gazed at with interest by 
countrymen. * It is a great mistake, how- 
ever, for a tattooed man to become a can- 
didate for the Presidency. ; In. a museum 
where he cannot be seen without pay- 
ment of a fee he is an attraction, but in 
the White House, where the whole Nation 
can gaze at him for nothing, he would be 
anything but attractive. + Had Gen. But- 
LER been exhibited at ten cents a head 
in a Bowery museum“ hundreds of peo- 
ple would have flocked to see him; or 
had Mr. Buarve shown himself in the 
same museum in the act of writing let- 
ters, or of making Hocking Valley stock 
certificates pass through a wooden table 
and reappear in the form of options, he 
would have been worth fifty dollars a day 
to the museum proprietor. But when 
these two tattooed men undertook to ex- 
hibit the pleasing patterns with which 
they are frescoed to the whole American 
Nation without any charge for admit- 
tance they found that they had made a 
mistake, and that the public, however 
much it may like museum curiosities in 
their appropriate place, has no intention 
of giving them situations in -the White 
House. 

The museum curiosity will never again 
be seen as a Presidential candidate. When 
the next Republican Convention meets it 
will as soon think of nominating a fat 
woman as a tattooed man. It has once 
tried the experiment, and it is the wiser 
for it. Like the average outsider who 
tries to gamble in stocks, it hasless money 
than it had, but it knows a good deal more 
than it knew four months ago. 


There seems to be no doubt that the 
constitutional amendment limiting the 
bonded indebtedness and the rate of taxa- 
tion in cities of 100,000 inhabitants and 
upward has been ratified by the people. 
On this the people of this city are espe- 
cially to be congratulated. Mayor Epson, 
who for some unexplained reason has 
been opposed to carrying out the scheme

ceedings for acquiring the lands selected 
for parks. He says the assessed value of 
real estate in the city is $1,119,704,597 and 
the indebtedness $126,247,179, or more 
than 10 per cent. But he takes no 
note of the sinking fund, which 
is, or ought to be, a virtual liquidation of 
somuch of the debt. According to his 
own statement of last January the bonded 
debt for which the city is liable is a little 
more than $92,000,000, and it includes 
something like $10,000,000 of Croton 
water bonds, which come under the ex- 
emption of the amendment. These parks 
the city will need in the future, and it can 
have them only by acquiring the land 
which will cost much more when the need 
is pressing than it will now. New-York 
can afford these parks, which are sure to 
prove a valuable investment, and can ac- 
quire the. land without exceeding the 
limit of ¥ bonded indebtedness allowed 
under the amendment.

THALIA THEATRE. 

A new four-act comedy, if so ambitious 
& classification can be applied toa cleverly con- 
structed and brightly written piece of asome- 
what lighter texture than 1s suggested by the 
title borne by “‘ The School for Scandal” or ** She 
Stoops to Conquer,” was brought forth with 
marked success at the Thalia Theatre 
yesterday evening. It is called “Im Dam- 
enstift,” and some idea will be formed 
of its incidents when it is stated that 
they grow cut of the rather anomalous 
position of a young physictan attached to a 
ladies’ educational establishment. The physi- 
cian 1s at first supposed to be a married man, 
and later on it is discovered that he is a bach- 
elor. Meanwhile his foster-sister turns up and 
is mistaken for his wife, to the great dismay of 
one of the pupils of the institution, whom the 
Physician ultimately weds. The tittle-tattle 
and comic espionage carried on by the elder 
ladies of the institution, the constant embar- 
rassment and numerous mishaps of the much- 
perturbed medical man, and a well-constructed 
side plot, in which the tyranny of a capricious 
daughter over a too indulgent father is happily 
illustrated, constitute the groundwork of the 
play, the strongest characteristic of which, 
however, is to be sought in the variety of 
the personages, the crisp and effective dialogue, 
and two or three excellent situations. As we 
have already had occasion to remark in dealing 
with the representation of pieces of this order 
at the Thalia, it may fairly be doubted if 
“Im Damenstift,” in the hands of a less ex- 
perienced and complete company, would pro- 
duce a very decided ee panne one Productions 
of this sort, standing half way between comedy 
and farce, may be spoiled by too delicate as well 
as by too broad treatment. The artists whom 
Mr. Amberg has gathered at the Thalia hit the 
happy medium, and while it should in justice 
be admitted that Mr. Daly has formed a 
troupe that can deal most felicitously 
with this very type of the modern 
drama, there is no other Theatre in the country 
where “1m Damenstift’” coulda be nearly as weil 
done as at the house in the Bowery. A delight- 
ful rformance of the young physician was 
supplied last —_ by Herr Stoeckl, whose facile 
and brittle delivery and dignified and withal 
perfectly easy bearing remind one of the 
elder Coquelin. An equally good, though 
totally distinct, portrayal of an eccentric “‘ thea- 
tre-going’’ doctor was presented by Herr Rank, 
and Herr Hitzigrath,a most valuable“ leading 
man,” contributed to the representation a man- 
ly and pleasant sketch of the father who submits 
cheerily to his daughter’s rule. The ladies 
were all happy. in their respective rdles. 
Friiulein Schulz, whom the admirers of 
Miss Lotta would do well to _ see, that 
they might learn the meaning of the word sou- 
brette, carried off the larger share of the honors, 
but due recognition was shown to Friiulein Her- 
wegh’s very sympathetic, refined, and finished 
portrayal ot Erna, the coquettish young person 
who finally leads Meta’s father to the altar, anda 
capital picture of an elderly and acidulated per- 
son was drawn, as usual, by Friiulein Schmitz. To 
advise people who are ignorant of the German 
language to witness a comedy of this nature 
would scarcely be judicious; playgoers who un- 
derstand German, however, and those who have 
opportunities of becoming acquainted with an 
English or French version of the work to be in- 
terpreted cannot do better than visit the Thalia 
and realize how much of nature the skilled 
actor’s art can transfer to the stage.

Brown, and A. H. Tupper—had really 
done the gentlemen hearers worked themselves 
P into a fever pitch of excitement. Then the 
Chairman produced a newspaper clipping, which 
he said was the answer that the 1] accused gen- 
tlemen made to the charges, and asked if it was 
the will of the meeting that it should be readand 
accepted as the official defense. The yeas and nays 
which followed were apparently so equally divid- 
ed that the Chair could not determine what todo. 
The question, however, offered a splendid op- 
portunity for members to make motions, and 
with them speeches, and it was eageriy snapped 
up by ascore or more.

So it 
went on for an hour, when one member, appar- 
ently possessed of a good deal of common sense, 
moved that as the gentlemen present, from sher¢ 
excitement, were evidently entirely incapaci- 
tated from making an impartial decision in the 
matter, which was a most important one, that 
the consideration of the question should be post- 
poned untilfour weeks from that night. Thig 
motion was generally favored. One gentleman, 
however, wanted.to add, as an amendment, that 
the settlement of the question should be left ta 
a general committee and not to the association, 
and the amendment not being favorably re- 
ceived, led to many others.

STOCK JOBBERS AT WORK 
USING THE WESTERN UNION TO 
MISLEAD THE PEOPLE. 
DESPERATE EFFORTS OF MR. GOULD AND 
HIS ORGANS TO COUNT BLAINE IN—THE 

CITY IN A SPATE OF UPROAR. 


A-messenger appointed by authority of 
law to receive and-carry a report, certificate, 
or certified copy of any statement, relating 
to the result of any election,’ who willfully 
qutilates, tears, defaces, obliterates, or de- 
gtroys the same, or does any other act which 
prevents the delivery of it as required by 
Yaw and a person who takes away from 
such messenger any sw:h report, certificate, 
or certified copy, wir intent to prevent its 
delivery, or who witifully does any injury or 
other act in this section specified, ts punish- 
able by imprisonment in a State prison not 
exceeding five years and not less-than two 
gears.—Penal Code, section 642. 

Uncertainty asto the actual resultof the 
Presidential election caused an intense-feeling of 
excitementin thiscity yesterday. Thenumerous 
Gown-town bulletins were watched eagerly all 
day long. The crowds, however which assem- 
bled in the vicinity of the newspaper offices 
were not so large as those that blooked the 
streets on Wednesday, nor were they as turbu- 
lent. There was a general belief that Cleve- 
Jand’s election was assured,-but the persistent 
efforts of the Blaine claimants to figure outa 
Republican majority in thts State introduced 
into public sentiment‘an element of perplexity. 
The anxious thousands whofilled the down-town 
streets were given so creat a-variety of Informa- 
Yion by the bulletins and the evening papers 
that conviction in each Mmdfvfdual case was 
almost immediately followed by doubt. The 
mewspapers controlled by Jay Gould and his 
friends kept the public mind excited by-making 
extravagant claims in Blaine’s interest. 

That the-Associated Press election-returns were 
being manipulated for a purpose was apparent 
to the clear-headed business men of Wull-street, 
As soon as business opened in the Stock Ex- 
ehange, reports, purporting to come from the 
Associated Press, were circulated that Blaine 
was elected. These reports were given with 
great positiveness, and for & short time they 
produced a decided impression, causing an un 
expected steadiness fn the price of stocks. The 
ear-marks of Jay Gould were soon detected on 
many of these Blaineish reports, however, and 
with a promptness that indicated a universal 
disgust with Mr. Gould's methods the market 
went down, and remahred weak and unsteady 
during the day. F 

A strong feeling of Indigmitfon ‘prevailed 
among the down-town business men regarding 
the manner which the Western Union Com 
pany was being used to misiead the public, 
While the Blaine-Gould organs were :claiming 
that New-York State hud given a majority of 
6,000 for Blaine, careful compilations of the 
figures actually furnished by the Associated 
Press showed that Cleveland’s aggremate vote 
exceeded that of Blaine. All of the claims of 
majorities for Blaine in this State were made 
with a number of districts to be heard from. 
The intense anxiety of the people to learn the 
result was fed all day by vagueclaims with from 
50 to 70 districts “yet to be heard from.” As the 
aay wore on without bringing in any returns 
from tardy districts,citizens were heard toex~ 
claim as they scanned the Blaine-Gould bul- 
letins, “ There is some trick back of all this!” 

The statement that Jay Gould and ex-Gov..A. 
B Cornell spent a great part of Wednesday in 
the offices of the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany and gave their perscnal attention to the 
sending out of the election news was freely 
made in Wallstreet yesterday, and quite gen- 


erally credited. It was the talk of “the Street” ” 


that never before had Mr. Gould and hisstock 


bing friends been so desperately anxious 
about a pubiic election. Fears were expressed 
on every hand that the stock jobbers would 
écruple at nothing to seoure this Stateanda 
majority of votes in the Klectoral tor 
their candidate. 

Asthe suspicions of trickery -on the part of 
the men who control the Western Union gained 
im strength and extent denunciations of the au- 
dacious misrepresentation of the returns were 
aay re heard. Republicans who had voted 
for Blaine joined with Cleveland's supporters in 
denouncing what was believed to be a disposi- 
tion to keep the facts from the people. A prom- 
fnent member of the Stock Ex ‘said: “If 
ic 1s true that the returns of the vote on the 
Presidential election are being held back or per- 
verted by Jay Gould or anybody else, there will 
‘be a demonstration of indignation from business 
men that will startle the schemers. Public senti- 
ment is strong, and attempts to tamper with the 
honest vote of this State will be rebuked in a 
most determined manner.”” Some Wall-street 
men complained to officers of the Western 
Tnion Company that the election figures were 
fnexcusably slow,and they were assured that 
the Western Union was doing its best to give 
the returns to the public, but that the company 
was fairly overrun with business-.and obliged to 
proceed slowly. 


HATCHING UP A CONSPIRACY. 


Fifth-avenue, in front of the Republican na- 
tional headquarters, was almost as closely

ight. Bat the night’s elation bad been dis- 
and the Associated Press dispatches, even 

as doctored in the up-stairs rooms before an- 
nouncement, left little ground for hope that 
Biaine had carried the State. A feeling of utter 
gioom settled on the crowd, and men asked each 
other no longer if Blaine had a chance, but how 
far was Cleveland ahead. The authorities at 
headquarters manifested no disposition to re- 
lieve the depression, and nothing was lacking to 
complete the funereal situation except formal 
concession of Republican defeat.

The same great crowd that has filled the Dem- 
ocratic National Headquarters, in Twenty- 
fourth-street, thronged the building from sun- 

to midnight last night, ebbed and 
fiowed, shouted, roared, and applauded, and 
went wild with enthusiasm over every mention 
of Cleveland’s name. About8 o’clock the Sey- 
enth Regiment Band gathered in front of the 
building, and in 15 minutes was at the head of a 
procession of 4,000 or 5,000 men, wild with en- 
thusiasm. Senator Gorman made a cheering 
speech, and the procession marched down Fifth- 
avenue, shouting Cleveland’s name and singing 
campaign songs. At the Manhattan lub 
house, at Fifth-avenue and Fifteenth-street, the 
rocossion stopped and, surrounding the build- 
ng, cheered again and again. Two or three gen- 
tlemen in the building made short speeches from 
the window, and then the procession turned and 
marched up the avenue again. 

At Twentieth-street, according to the state- 
ments of a number of reputable genilemen 
in the procession, Capt. Williams, Detect- 
ive Dunlap, and of four or 
five policemen waiting. When 
the head of the procession reached this 
point, according to these gentlemen, Capt. Will- 
iamsand his men rushed out into the street 
and roughly interfered with the parade. 
Banners on which were inscribed “ Jay 
Gould’s Prosperity—Men out of Ng 
and sim devices were torn 
from the hands of the men carrying them and 
trampled under foot by the policemen, and the 
procession was broken up. Capt. Williams 
said that he interfered with the paraders be- 
cause they were tramping the streets without 
apermit. Hesimply told them to disperse and 
they did soywithout causing any trouble. Not a 
cross word was spoken, according to Capt. Will- 
iams, nor was there any necessity for making an 
arrest. 

When the news of this outrage was conveyed 
to National Headquarters, where a crowd 
larger if anything than earlier in the 
evening was gathered, there were groans 
and howls of indignation for Capt. Williams 
and an ugly sort of a tone pervaded the 
crowd.

UNRULY CROWDS OF REPUBLICANS, 


The crowd at the Republican National Head- 
quarters became large and unruly early last 
evening. The same mob of shouters and heelers 
that had disgraced the committee rooms on 
Wednesday night again appeared, ready for a 
repetition of their vulgar service. They packed 
the lower rooms and the staging within the yard 
yelling like crazy men, with nothing to yell 
over except their own making, for there was a 
dearth of news from the committee. Even Mp. 
Eikins’s assurance was uot sufficient to lead 
him to butt manufactured bulletins against 
the dispatches in Cleveland’s favor, which 
were brought up-town in the extra editions of 
the evening newspapers. But the mob was 
hungry for something, and having exhausted its 
own resources for entertainment, it began to de- 
mand a stimulous in the shape of bulletens from 
the committee. Sergeant-at-Arms Merritt pro- 
tested that the committee had received nothing 
new since Blaine was reported ahe&d in the after- 
noon. 

‘** Don’t you dare to tell us anything,” snarled 
afvoice near the door. This was{the signal for a 
chorus of contemptuous cries, indicating that 
the crowd was short of patience. A 
sharp and wordy difference of opinion on the 
outer platform over the committee's sincerity 
wou'd have led to blows but for the interference 
of bystanders. The din increased with every 
moment. Part ofthe staging gave way at the 
rails, and a dozen men were forced over on the 
throng on the stoop. Matters grew so threatening 
that an alarm was rung for the police. A squad 
of Capt. Williams’s force arrived barely in time 
to prevent what threatened to bea free firht. 
The staging and lower floor, as well as the stoop, 
were then cleared of all but a few favored ones, 
and thereafter during the evening police stood 
hap over the stoop, aamitting no One unless 

y direction of persons connected with the com- 
mittee. 

The turbulent part of the early gor 3 
scattered soon after the police appeared, leaving 
a large enough crowd, however, to block the 
avenue for several doors above and below 
the headquarters building. When there 
was moving room within the building the 
up-stairs bulletin manufacturers picked up 
courage and sent down a dispatch which lowered 
their former claims for Blaine in this State about 
80 per cent. The bulletin fell coldly on the 
crowd. It was recognized as a dying gasp. 
Except that the street was filled with people, 
there was less demonstration or excitement in 
front of headquarters than at any other resort 
in the neighborhood of Madison-square. 

The State Committee rooms at the Gilsey 
House, were comparatively quiet all the even- 
ing. Crowds of Cleveland shouters, who had 

aid their respects to the Republican National 

ommittee, in passing, furnisned about the only 
enlivement to vicinity of the State Headquarters. 

The Western Union ceturns which were read 
out to the crowds in the Windsor Hotel last 
night were more indefinite even than those 
issued in the daytime. They came in a few elec- 
tion districts at a time, and now and then a cor- 
rection was made. At last it was announced: 
“With 39 districts to hear from, Blaine’s plu- 
rality is 377.” 

“ Fifty dollars that Cleveland is elected,” cried 
Henry Cyauncey, of Post, Wales & Co., the bank- 
ers. Nobody took him. Afteratime the bul- 
letin was read: *“*‘ Twenty-three districts to hear 
from Blaine’s plurality 432.” “Hurrah for 
Gould,” cried one of the crowd derisively. 


THE CROWDS BEFORE THE BULLETINS. 


The story found its way down town late in the 
afternoon that the Republicans claimed 220 
Electoral votes for Blaine. Tremendous excite- 
ment ensued and a rush was made for the news- 
puper bulletins. On some of the bulletins the 
excited yo read announcements that Cleve- 
land was elected beyond question, while on 
other bulletins the assertion that.“ Blaine 
has New-York” was mace. _ By 5 o’clock 
the open space in front of the Tribune and Sun 
Buildings was filled by a dense and uproarious 
multitude. The placards posted by the 7ribune, 
claiming that Blaine had carried New-York, were 
alternately cheered and hooted at. Small boys 
mingled fearlessly with the crowd and offered 
“tickets for Blaine’s fune:al” for sale, ** price 
2 cents." The shouts which arose from the 
great assemblage were at times deafening.

THE GAMBLERS’ HEAVY BETS ON BLAINE. 


Whatever anxiety may have been caused in 
the minds of timid citizens by the claims of 
Biaine’s election was not visible in the crowds at 
the Hoffman House and other up-town resorts 
where betting is indulged in last night. On 
Wednesday and nearly all that night the gam- 
blers, who have been putting out their money 
on Blaine, congregated at all these resorts 
and noisily and ostentatiously offered great 
odds on his success. Wherevera group gathered 
it was sure to be invaded by one of the fra- 
ternity, bawling his offers, fomenting the ex- 
citement, and lending color to the rumors of 
Mr. Blaine’s success. 

The programme was part and parcel of the 
grand game of bipff practiced by the arch gam- 

ler down town in the stock market and in 
newspaper bulletins, and, like his scheme, was 
intended simply as a cover to allow them to 
hedge and get out of a portion of their losses. 
The same scheme was worked in 1876, and 
to a great extent by the same men 
trying it on during Wednesday. That good 
reason exists for the desperate efforts of these 
worthies, isshown by the fact everywhere ad- 
verted to last night, that unless Blaine was 
counted in, one noted bookmaking firm would, 
in sporting parlance, “‘go broke,” s0 much had 
they at stake. 

Notwithstanding the lying reports of the 

amblers, backed up by the equally misleading 

ulletins at some newspaper offices, which were 
disseminated with the utmost industry in every 
resort last night, the unhappy sporting men 
found takers every where, and from even mone 
bets the odds quickly fell to $1,000 to q 
then to $400, and in several instances 
to $250. <All the pool-rooms were 
closed last night, and the habitués and 
bookmakers met at the Hoffman House, 
where Al Smith bet Lewis 8. Grenner, of 
the Turf, $2.000 to $500 on Cleveland’s success. 
In a few minutes, in a corner of the office, 
$40.000 was put out by the bookmakers at odds 
of $1,000 to $400. Ex-Sheriff James O’Brien made 
a bet of $1,000 at this rate. So extensive was the 
betting that the proprietors of the hotel refused 
to become stakeholders for any more parties, 
they then holding, so the clerk stated, more than 

.000 in stakes. 

“Butcher” Smith.a well-known Washington 
Market butcher, was everywhere in the throng 
offering $1,000 to $400 on Cleveland. This was at 
a time when the Republican National Commit- 
tee had sent in one of its characteristic bulletins 
claiming the State positively. There were 
plenty of men having the means and in- 
clination to bet, but there were few 
takers. Men said they would not risk their 
money, even at such tempting odds, if they had 
to win it back by a traudulent counting in of 
the Maine candidate. The same was true every- 
where, but where the Republican element was 
strongest—at the Fifth-Avenue Hotel—betting 
was quite active, and always at the odds ruling 
at the Hoffman House. At the St. James Hotel 
$7,000 was put up during the evening, the odds 
in every instance being $1,000 to . 

A bookmaker at the Hoffman House gave 
some interesting detailsof the amounts at stake 
by the members of the fraternity as follows: 
Dave Johnson is said to have ventured $63,000, 
and he stands to lose $20,000 on Cleveland. 
Kelly & Bliss have persistently backed Mr. 
Blaine’s chances and are currently re- 
ported to have an immense amount in- 
volved. Phil Dwyer, the butcher and turfite, 
has put out $30, on Cleveland, mostly at 
odds of $100 to $80. On Saturday last he commis- 
sioned one of the large bookmakers to bet $10,000 
on Cleveland’s success. ‘‘ Dink” Davis, the man 
who achieved notoriety a year or two — ~ f his 
successful assaults upon the faro banks of the 
country, has wagered an enormousamount upon 
Blaine, and has steadily refused to hedge.” 


THE POLICE FORCE ALL ORDERED OUT. 


In view of the preveliing — excitement 
throughout the city, which, it was fea: by 
the police authorities, would culminate 
in serious disturbance, Inspector Thorne, 
who, in the absence of Superinrendent Wall- 
ing, is in command of the police force, 
sent out telegraphic orders from the Twenty- 
ninth Precinct, where he established his head- 
uarters last night, placing the entire police 
orce on duty until further orders. The off 
platoons were ordered to be held in reserve 
at the station houses ready for immediate 
service. The force of the Twenty-ninth was 
strengthened by the addition of 100 men, drawn 
from tne adjoining: precincts, who were sta- 
tioned at the Hoff House, the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel, headquarters 
of the Democratic and Republican commit- 
where great crowds assembled and 
trouble appeared imminent. An extra force 
‘was also scnt to the Fourth Precinct for duty at 
the newspaper offices, and to the Twenty-sev- 
enth Precinct to guard the Western Union 
Building, as fears were ontertained that an at- 
tack would be made on the building.

QUAIL AND PARTRIDGE, 





SPORT THE GUNNERS ARE FINDING IN CON- 
NECTICUT. 
From the Hartford (Conn.) Times, Nov. ty 
Gunners, with their dogs, have had un 
commonly good sport in rulthlessly slaughtering 
the “quail,” or “Bob White,” (properly the 
American partridge,) in our Connecticut flelds 
and pastures during all the October of this fine 
Autumn; and they are still at it amid the now 


frost-brown stubble, the garnered buckwheat 
fields, and the borders of the almost bare Novem- 
ber woods. is fine table bird, so closely 
related to our domestic poultry, has been 
unusually plenty in Connecticut this year; 
& remarkable fact, in view of the merci- 
less persecution and slaughter to which they 
are subjected by alleged sportsmen. Quails are 
not far northern travelers. Connecticut is 
practically about the limit of their north- 
ern range. A few are found in Massa- 
chusetts, but the “quail” rarely extends 
its breeding grounds north of that State. 
Here in Connecticut it is abundant in favorabie 
years, such as the present year has been—but 
this could not be, were it not for the very pro- 
lific character and habit of this fine game bird, 
which, in spite of ill-treatment, so confidently 
seeks the old farms, and the neighborhood of 
humankind, throughout the region of its birth. 
How prolific it is, almost every observing coun- 
try lad knows. If the reader has ever lived on 
a farm,and extended his investigations of the 
* quail” and his habitsso far as to find the art- 
fully hidden nest, concealed by a covering of 
grass or bushes, in some very out-of-the-way 
place, by the side of an old brush heap or tangled 
thicket by the old stone wall or the woodside, or 
sometimes in the woods themselves, he will re- 
member the sensation at beholding a whole nest- 
ful of eggs—a dozen, 15, 18, or even, in nota few 
instances, two dozen in one nest. Ia favorable 
bey more thau one brood is reared. The male 
ird is often a practical Mormon, and the hus- 
band of more wives than one. Indeed, the 
American partridge (universally, put incorrect- 
ly, known here as the “ quail”) seems tobe a 
bird of lax family moralJs all round, for it is al- 
most certain t of the nests of two dozen 
eggs, a portion of the collection has been con- 
tributed by some other mother bird than the 
one that is incubating the eggs, and that this 
intruder has gone off to raise another brood of 
her own elsewhere. Itisa happy illustration of 
the wise bountifulness of nature that in most 
examples it isthe choicest and the best of her 
hes and her birds and her other creatures and 
fruits that are most prolific and accessible to 
man. Perhaps nature,in scattering these lavish 
distributions, takes no more heed of ‘ man” 
than she does of the mink or the grasshopper 
—and yet, it does oftentimes seem asif the situ- 
ation must be the outgrowth of laws and prin- 
ciples which, however inconceivably they may 
antedate man, are yet working outa beneficent 
purpose in their special adaptation to human re- 
uirements, Our miscalled Connecticut * quail” 
anexample. Its fecundity gives us a general 
supply of what is undoubtedly, next to the 
woodcock, the most toothsome and delicious of 
ail our game or table birds. 

It might be better protected, and hence more 
abundant. If, when in Winter it 1s driven across 
the deep snow, in starv:ng flocks, toward the 
farmer’s barnyard in search of food, the quail 
were only met by ascattered handful of grain, 
instead of snares, traps, and shotguns, the result 
would be the saving of a great many birds that 
now perish by cold and starvation, besides the 
cultivation of a very pretty and pleasant ex- 
hibition of confidence and familiarity on their 
part and a greatly increased number in the sea- 
son for the table. 

These fine game birds might with proper treat- 
ment easily be made more abundant and there- 
fore cheaper in the market. They can be “cul- 
tivated” almost like the farmer’s poultry, with 
which, indeed, they sometimes actually mingle, 
when in very severe Winters the depth of the 
February snow and the polar cold unite to force 
them in seif-preservation to quit the no longer 
hospitable woods and seek the barnyard in quest 
of the food which they cannot find elsewhere. 

Ovr New-England “ partridge’’—erroneously 
60 called, and mistakenly called the “quail” in 
the South—but which is really the ruffed 
grouse—is a tougher customer and better fitted 
to survive the rigors of our polar Winters. But 
in some Winters even that enduring pird dies 
amid the snowdrifts in the woods which no 
longer afford him the means of sustenance. 
Just at present he is being relentlessly hunted 
and trap for market. The grouse is a fine 
table bird, but not quite equal to the “quail,” 
or real partridge. Its flesh, though remarkably 
fine, is naturally rather dry, and will bear lard- 
ing, in the cook’s oven, with strips of salt pork. 
Bunt it is fine served up as a stew or fricassee. 
A Jady who always superintends her own cook- 
ing. and is noted for the savory dishes on her 
table, says the “partridge” is finest stutred, 
larded, and “‘roasted,”’ (baked.) Another gives 
her way of cooking them, which we indorse. 
Lard the birds plentifully and broil over wood 
coals, shaking on a little cayenne pepper, and 
adding a squeeze or two of lemon juice before 
serving.

With the death yesterday of tie Hight 
Hon. Henry Fawcett, Postmaster-General of 
Great Britain, passes away one of the most re~- 
markable men of recent days. Mr. Fawcett was 
born at Salispury, England, in 1833, and was edu- 
cated at Trinity Hall, Cambridge, whence he 
iraduated with high mathematical honors in 
leo. In the same year he was chosen a Fellow 
or lag college. Though an earnest student, he 
found time to indulge in field sports. When 
out stooting, in the Autumn of » he 
mvt wits an accicent that totally deprived him 
of his sight. His interest in public affairs and 
social science rem:.ined alive after this 
misfortune, and he devised means for keeping 
up his studies. Within a year after the loss of 
his eyesight he appeared in politics as a Liberal, 
competing for the privilege to uepeceee’ south- 
wark in Parliament Hav.ag been defeated, he ap- 
plied himself vigorously to the study and discus- 
sion of economic topics, contributing many arti- 
cles to the magazines,and finally presentinz tothe 
world his * Manual of Political Economy” and 
“The Economic Position of the British Laborer.” 
Meanwhile he had been elected Professor of 
Political Economy in Cambridge, and after sev- 
eral defeats had gotinto Parliament as the rep- 
resentative of Brighton, which constituency he 
represented continuously until 1874. At the 
general election inthat year he was defeated, 
but in the following year he was elected for 
Hackney. His literary labors were stimulated 
rather than checked by his public work. He re- 
vised his ‘* Manual of Political Economy,” 
adding to it chapters on national education and 
the poor laws, and their influence on pauperism. 
The chapter on the latter topic he su uentl 
expanded into a book, and he also wrote a wor. 
entitled ** Free Trade and Protection.” His wife 
assisted him in all his literary labors after 1867, 
and he and she have jointly published a volume 
of essays and lectures. Mr. Gladstone took Mr. 
Fawcett into the Cabinet as Postmaster Gener- 
al about four years ago, and the improvements 
that he has introduced into the postal service 
have much more than justified his selection 
to fillthatimportant office. The death of Mr. 
Fawcett was caused by pleurisy and pneumonia.

“COLLEGES” IN OHIO. 
From the Cincinnati Commercial Gazette. 


that Ohio has more so-called colleges than any 
other State in the Union. While Lllinois and 
New-York have 28 each, and Pennsylvania 26, 
no other State having more than 19, Ohio has 
85. Butitis only in the number of these insti- 
tutions that the State can boast. Their ug- 
gregate income from productive funds is but 
$202,510, and from tuition fees but —s. 
while the value of all grounds and buildings is 
but 192,840, and the number of volumes in 
their libraries but 161,302. The number of stu- 
dents, however, in the preparatory collegiate 
departments compares favorably with the old- 
er States, ‘New-York only surpassing Ohio. 
How much better endowed the colleges of 
Massachusetts are than those of Ohio may be 
seen ata glance. With but seven colleges they 
have an income from productive funds of $291,- 
812, and receipts from tuition of $166,588, and 
803.126 volumes in their libraries, but the 
value of buildingsand grounds is only $1,310,- 
000. The colleges of New-York and Pennsyl- 
vania are also much better endowed than those 
of Ohio, and are vastly richer in libraries and 
apparatus. Michigan, with only nine colleges, 
shows up better than Ohio in the provision made 
for their support. These figures, which might 
be tediously multiplied, gives rise to the sus- 
— that many of our colleges are, in fact, 
ittle better than academies, and are colleges 
only in name, and this suspicion is rather con- 
firmed by the disproportionate number of 
scholarsin the preparatory departmentsand in 
the regular college course. 





ESTIMATING ELECTIONS BY DISTRICTS. 
From the Albany Argus, Nov. 6. 

It is pretty apparent that the system of 
estimating elections by “ districts” is a delusion 
andasnare. The system requires a calculation 
of percentages which is elaborate and mislead- 
ing, and which is based on the absurdity that 60 


counties are likely to show the same character- 
istics, instead of being, as they notoriously are, 
variously affected by local causes. A theory that 
counties so different from one another as Sulli- 
van and Genesee, or Schoharie and Chautauqua, 
will be impressed by the same causes or views 
presupposes a homogeneity which facts palpably 
contradict. The old political way of rating th 
election by counties is rational, intelligent, an 
correct. By that means the constitutional di- 
visions of the State are regarded. The habit of 
the thought of the people is observed. The cus- 
tom of the calculation of the public is followed. 
It is altogether the natural and sensible method 
of estimate and computation, and one which our 
readers will do well to indulge.

PURPOSES AND EFFECTS OF THE 
* RECENT CONSOLIDATION. 

HIGH PRICES FOR A POOR ILLUMINATING 

ARTICLE—A GOOD TIME CHOSEN (oO 


PERFECT THE MONOPOLY. 

“The gas companies of New-York,” said 
3 well-known gentleman, who is an expert in the 
ousiness, as he was met by a TIMES reporter yes- 
terday, “very wisely for themselves chose 
Wednesday as the time for the stockholders’ 
meetings, to confirm the action of the several 
Boards of Directors and consolidate the compa- 
nies. Public attention was diverted by the elec- 
tion, and the great scheme slipped through with- 
out receiving much attention, just as expected. 
Some people say they have consolidated to 
make common cause against the Equitable, 
which is bound to furnish gas at not 
more than $1 75 per 1,000 feet. Some say that 
the Equitable was organized forastrike on the 
old companies, to be either bought up or let in. 
At any rate, this much is certain. The effect of 
the consolidation is to put New-York City under 
the control of the gas companies. They can 
charge just what they please for gas, and make 
it of any quality. They can keep out new com- 
panies which would be willing to furnish cheap 
gas. lt isa public disgrace and shame.” 

“The new consolidation practically continues 
the old agreement. does it not?” 

“No; this is different and stronger. The old 
pompanies have always been in league, It is an 
even chance that the first opposition company 
formed in New-York was promoted by those on 
the inside of the first company. There is little 
doubt that another of the large companies was 
paid for when started by persons in the older 
company going short on stock. The Mutual 
Company was promoted and made a success by 
the Tweed ring. The companies came together, 
made fictitious war upon each other, and then 
consolidated. They have had their own wav, 
and New-York has been taxed $2 25 for 1,000 
feet of gas. In Baltimore the price is $1 75, in 
little Newburg $175, and in Chicago $1 25, The 
old companies by this consolidation can present 
asolid front against any new company which 
would be willing to furnish gas at these figures. 

“There is no doubt,” continued the gentle- 
man, “ that the entire plant of the seven com- 
panies which have consolidated, pipes and all, 
ran be duplicated for $16,000,000. Yet this con- 
solidated company has a capital of $39,000,000. 
Gas companies are always capitalized as largely 
as possibie, so that they can pay annually what 
appears to be areasonable dividend. The capi- 
talization of the new consolidation cannot keep 
put of view the fact that the entire gas plant of 
New-York might be duplicated for from 33 to 50 

r cent. of thatsum. The companies have pro- 

ted themselves by all kinds of legislation. A 
specimen of their secret work is seen in the pas- 
page of the bill allowing the consolidation.” 

“How cheaply can gas be sold with a fair 
profit ?” 

“There is no doubt that a company can make 
a fair profit with gas at $1 25 per 1, feet. In 
* Chicago gas is manufactured by the same pro- 
cess in use here, and that is the price charged. 
The gas there is of 25 candle power, much better 
than that supplied by the New-York companies. 
In Baltimore the price was $3 50 per 1,000 feet, 
when an opposition company came in. In asking 
for acharter the new company fixed its max- 
imum price at $2. The old companies banded 
against it, but the citizens stood by 
it, and now $1 75 is the price. In Boston 
there is now before the Board of Aldermen a 
petition from prominent citizens, who have in- 
vited the projectors of new works to come 
there and begin operations. Their proposition, 
as submitted to the Aldermen, was to supply gas 

of not less than 25 candle power ata price not 
to exceed $1 35 per 1,000 feet. James R. Osgood 
is at the head of the company. The only reason 
that the application of the company for a 
charter was not granted was that certain mem- 
bers of the board were interested in the old com- 
panies and voted against the new one, bringing 
out sharp comments from the press. The 
threatened opposition, however, caused the old 
companies to reduce the price from $2, less 10 
per cent., to $1 50, saving the city $400,000 a eee. 

* Now, if gas can be made in Boston, in Baiti- 

more, in Chicago at a profit when only $1 50, 
B! 75, and $1 25 is charged it can be sold here at 
the same price at greater profit, for New-York 
is much more compactly built. The mistake 
New-York has made is simply this: Through the 
oversight of city officials or their corruptness 
they neglected, when granting tranchises to gas 
companies, to limit the price and fix a minimum 
of candle power. The result is that New-York has 
the poorest gas and pays the most for it of any 
city in the country. Men of capital and high 
standing are plenty in this city to-day who 
‘would be simply delighted to take a charter 
and supply New-York or Boston with gas of 
better quality than that now supplied in either 
city, at $1 25 per 1,000 feet. That the old com- 
panies in this city are allowed to organize with 
a capita! stock of $39,000,000, when they could be 
duplicated for $16,000,000 shows that the City 
Government does not care to protect itself, In 
one of the old companies Jast year a dividend of 
20 per cent. was declared, and-in addition every 
stockholder received a good slice of the big sur- 
plus by check.” 2 





THE AMENDMENT WORKS. 


'T TAKES HOLD OF THE PARK OPERATIONS 
OF THIS CITY. 


At the suggestion of Mayor Edson Cor- 

oration Counsel Lacombe has asked the Gen- 
eral Term of the Supreme Court to suspend ac- 
tion on the application made by him last week 
for the appointment of Commissioners to ap- 
praise the value of land proposed to be taken 
for park purposes in the annexed district 
and Westchester County. In his letter, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Lacombe on Wednesday, the 
Mayor called attention to the fact that 
the constitutional amendment laid be- 
fore the people on Wednesday had been 
acopted. This amendment provides that no 
tity whose population exceeds 100,000 shall be- 
come indebted to an amount which, including 
existing indebtedness, shall exceed 10 per cent. 
of the assessed valuation of its real estate sub- 
ject to taxation, and that if its present indebt- 
edness exceeds that amount no further indebt- 
edness shall be incurred. Mayor Edson pointed 
out that this city now owes $126,247,179 33, ex- 
clusive of revenue bonds, which stand for about 
$10,000, ; that on January next it will 
owe $125,834,118 54; that the assessed value of the 
real estate here is $1,119,764,597; that 10 per cent. 
of the last mentioned sum is $111,976,159 70, and 
that therefore the city now owes about $15.000,- 
000 more than the indebtedness it may incur un- 
der the amendment. 

It was therefore evident, he said, that if 
Commissioners of Appraisal should be ap- 
pointed and should do their work, bonds could 
not be issued to pay their awards and expenses. 
It was true that the owners of the lands taken 
could get judgments for theawards to them, and 
that provision would have to be made in the tax 
levy for their payment; butthe Legislature did 
not intend that the cost of the park land should 
be paid for in one year, and it did intend that 
the Commissioners should be paid, which they 
could not be under the operation of the amend- 
ment. Toavoid all trouble the Mayor asked 
the Corporation Counsel to take whatever 
steps might be necessary to dela the 
appointment of Commissioners. n his 
Rifidavit presented to the Supreme Court Gen- 
eral Term Mr. Lacombe rehearses all the above- 
stated facts,and avers that the awards for the 
lands yoy to be appraised will aggregate 
from £5, 000 to $10,000,000. He also called the 
attention of the court to the facts that the con- 
btitutional amendment provides that the sum 

rai by taxation, exclusive of that 
mecessary for jocal redemption and State pur- 
poses, shall not exceed 2 per cent. of the assessed 
Valuation of the real and personal estate of any 
citv to which the amendment applies, and that 
the provisional estimate of the sum necessary 
for carrying on the city departments is $19,555,- 
095, or only $7.000,000 less than 2 per cent. of the 
assessed valuation of the personai and real 
estate of the city.

TRYING TO PREVENT THE ALDERMEN FROM 
GIVING AWAY THE FRANCHISE, 


Lawson N. Fuller gave to the pe 
Committee of the Common Council , ay 
the reasons why he opposed the granting of the 
franchise of a railroad in Broadway to the 
adway Surface Railroad Company. The 

ns were those which Mr. Fuller has recited 
before, and were in the main that the petition- 
ing company did not intend to give to the city as 
good a road as the value of the franchise de- 
manded. Mr. W. F. Whitehouse argued that the 
committee should require whatever company 
got the franchise to Jay rails less objectionable 


than the present ones. ‘1 regard the tracks of 
the Fourth-Avenue Company,” he said, ‘“‘as an 
abomi:able nuisance. It is impossible to have 
good pavements as long as the present style of 
rails is used.” 

W. H. Wilkins, of the Madison-avenue stage 
line, opposed the granting of the franchise. 
There are, he said, about 210 stages running 
through Broadway. The earnings of the three 
lines aggregated about $1,800 a day. Of this sum 
ubout $900 was received from traffic in Broad- 
way below Fourteenth-street. The stage lines 
were able to take care of the business and more 
too. They had invested a great deal of money 
and ought to be protected. ‘* People have now 
got all the accommodation they want,” said Mr. 
—— “ and it’s pretty good accommodation 

0. 

John M. Scribner, of counsel for the petition- 
ers, closed the hearing. He asserted that all the 
opposition to the road came from rival roads, 
who wanted the franchise. His company was 
willing to accept any reasonable terms which 
the Common Council might see fit to impose 
with the grant. If the people oppesing the road 
would withdraw their obstructive litigation, the 
company would agree to construct a road from 
the Battery to Union-Square in 90 days. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Scribner’s argument, 
the committee went into executive session, but 
no action of interest was taken. 

On Saturday last Mayor Edson informed Cor- 
poration Counsel Lacombe that he had reason to 
believe that the Aldermen who, on Aug. 30 last, 

assed over his veto the resolution giving the 

roadway Surface Railroad Company permission 
to construct a railway in Broadway proposed to 
— it again, in order to cure the defect in the 
egality of the resolution arising out of the cir- 
cumstance that the Corporation Counsel had de- 
clared the meeting of Aug. 30 to have been im- 
properly called. He asked the Corporation 
Counsel to take whatever action might 
necessary to save the interests of the city. in 
view of the facts that the Broadway Surface 
Railroad Company proposed to permit the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany to use itsroadin Broadway below Union- 
yee and, that as the resolution before the 
Aldermen provided no way of fixing the re- 
sponsibility for the payment to the city of that 
——. of the gross receipts of the Broadway 

ailroad, to which it is entitied, under the Gen- 
eral Railroad act, much quibbling and juggling 
for the purpose of defrauding the city might be 
indulged in by the two companies. 

The Corporation Cownsel immediately pre- 
pared papers in a suit by the city, inthe name of 
the Mayor, Aldermen and Commonality, against 
the Aldermen in their individual and official ca- 
pacities. The purpose of the suit is to procure 
a@ perpetual injunction restraining the Aidermen 
from giving their permission to the Broadway 
Surtace Railroad Company or any other com- 
pay to construct a railroad in Broadway un- 
ess the resolution. of permission shail em- 
body a condition that the company receiving 
the permission shall make itself responsible to 
the city for that percentage of the gross re- 
ceipts, made its due by the General Kailroad 
act. In the complaint Mr. Lacombe asserts 
that the agreement of Aug. 1 last, by which the 
Broadway Surface and the Broadway and 
Seventh-avenue Companies determined on the 
mutual use of their tracks, was in violation of 
the General Railroad act, which provides that 
the route of one railroad company shall not 
be leased to a company operating a parallel 
route. The line of the Broadway and Seventh- 
Avenue Company is for a long distance parallel 
with the projected line of the Broadway Surface 
Company. Mr. Lacombe also avérs that the 
Broadway and Seventh-Avenue Company has 
not filed a certificate of its intention to extend 
its line down Broadway; and he sets up the fact 
that the mutual use of the Broadway line by the 
two companies would make it impossible for the 
city to trace the gross receipts from the line so 
as to determine and collect its percentages. 

Asit was expected that the Aldermen would 
act on the disputed resolution at its meeting 

esterday. Mr. Lacombe procured from Judge 

arrett, in Supreme Court, Chambers, on 
Wednesday, a preliminary injunction restrain- 
ing them from so acting pending the determina- 
tion of a motion for an injunction pendente lite 
to be made on Monday next. The order to show 
cause, which contains the ——_ injunc- 
tion, was served on the dermen yesterday 
morning. 





THE MARIE-GARRISON SUIT AGAIN. 
’ Early in the Summer recently departed 
the attorneys for Commodore C. K. Garrison 
obtained from Judge Donohue, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers, an alternative writ of pro- 
hibition restraining Referee Theodore Dwignt 
from going on with the trial of the suit of Peter 
Marié and others against the Commodore for the 


recovery of about $4,000,000 as damages for his 
proceedings in the reorganization of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, in which Marié and his fellow- 
plaintiffs were interested. Objection was made 
to the writ on the ground that asthe Superior 
Court, by which Prof. Dwight was appointed 
Referee, had jurisdiction in this county 
equal to that of the Supreme Court it could 
not be restrained by the‘Supreme Court, Judge 
Donohue overruled this objection yesterday, 
holding that the Supreme Court is endowed with 
the same power here that the Court of King’s or 
Queen's bench has in England, and consequently 
can send a writ of prohibition to any other 
court. Astothe merits of the controversy re- 
specting the question whether Referee Dwight 
had or had not undertaken to exceed his pow- 
ers by allowing the suit to assume an equitable 
character instead of restricting as an action at 
law, Judge Donohue said that the Superior Court 
was competent to correct any error the Referee 
may make, and that, therefore, the alternative 
writ of prohibition must be quashed.

COL, BRANSCOMW’S TROUBLES. 


HE UNFOLDS THE STORY OF HIS SPLENDID 
PLANS. 

Col. Alexander C. Branscom, who had 
been arrested, charged with forging notes to the 
amount of over $50,000, to which the names of 
Col. Edmund Richardson, the President, and 


the Mississippi Mills, were signed, was taken be- 
fore Justice O'Reilly, at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, yesterday. He defnanded an ex- 
amination, and a hearing will be held on Satur- 


day next. In the meantime Branscom was com- 
mitted to prison in default of $10,000 bail. 

After Branscom had been committed to a cell 
in the Jefferson Market Police Court he was 
seen by a TIMES reporter. He said that he did 
not wish to make any statement at the present 
time as to the charge of forgery. The guide 
book, which was in the hands of the American 
Bank Note Company, if it was completed, would 
realize a profit of between $9,000 and $10,000 
on the advertising alone which was obtained by 
his agents. It was calculated to sell 100,000 copies 
at 50 cents,and arrangements had been made 
with the American ews Company to take 
and sell the whole edition. The book would cost 
about $20,000 and the profit would be $30,000. 
Nearly the whole of the material and work were 
furnished by the Peter Adams Company. One 
hundred and fifty pages of the book were al- 
ready in the hands of the printers, and the last 
copy was to have been furnished by Wednesday 
last, and the book was to be tinished by the end 
of this month. He bad paid $1,751 in cash to the 
American Bank Note Company, which money 
he had drawn from the National Shoe and 
Leather Bank. The American News Company 
were to give him $25,000 when the guide books 
were completed, and he was to surrender’ all 
title to the book and interest in the sales. 

It was proposed also to print 150,000 handsome 
colored posters with advertising margins. A 

reat number of the advertising spaces had 
yeen secured by the exhibitors at the exposition, 
and these posters would have realized 
$25,000 alone. The book entitled * The Re- 
sources and Attractions of the South,” was 
intended to be a very handsome volume. It was 
to consist of 400 pages and to be handsomely 
illustrated with steel engravings and lithographs. 
It was modeled on the plan of the ‘* Historical 
Register of, the United States,” which was 

rinted and circulated during the Centennial 

ixposition at Philadelphia. There were 10,000 
copies to be printed and the book was to be sold 
at $10a copy. The bookisin the hands of J. J. 
Little & Co., the printers and lithographers, and 
the copy for the volume is nearly all in 
the hands of the printers, excepting for one 
section, which was being prepared by Mr. Thomas 
P. Grasty, the managing editor of the Planters’ 
Journal, the official organ of the National Cot- 
ton Planters’ Association ot America. He had 
made arrangements to surrender the whole edi- 
tion to the publishers on the receipt of $50,000, 
they to control the sale of the books and take 
all the proceeds. The sale of the book was to be 
pushed by the National Cotton Planters’ Asso- 
ciation. It was absurd, the prisoner said, 
to think that he intended to defraud any 
one. He had paid out large sums of money 
for materials and literary work, and had he 
wanted to cheat anybody hecould have resold the 
paper which he had obtained from Conrow and 
others at a discount, and realized $25,000 in cash, 
but he declared he would rather be a peeomer in 
a cell than a fugitive from justice with $25,000 in 
his pocket. Besides the $1,751 in cash paid to the 
American Bank Note Company he paid Conrow 
Brothers $1,500, and Hastings & ‘odd $1,500. 
If he had wanted to defraud he could have 
left these amounts unpaid. He was to 
have = $5,500 to the American Bank 
Note Company on Wednesday next and had 
made the necessary arrangements to meet this 
payment. All the other claims would have been 
settled at maturity if the work of getting out 
the books would have been allowed to continue. 
He had been at work getting up the books since 
January last. t Summer he had made a con- 
tract with F. C. Muirheaa, the Commissioner- 
General of the Exposition, for the sale of the 
guide bookin the Exposition building and the 
grounds, but this contract was afterward re- 
pudiated by the Board of Managers on the 
ground that the privilege was worth $100,000 
at least. ‘The repudiation of this contract re- 
sulted in the complications which brought him 
into his present predicament. A month later 
Col. Richardson, the President of the Exposition 
Company, authorized the publications in which 
he had become engaged, but was too late to save 
him from the complications which had resulted 
from the previous repudiation. He, however, 
absolved Muirhead and Grasty from all respon- 
sibility for his transactions. ranscom was the 
Colonel of the Twenty-fourth Virginia Regi- 
ment in the Confederate Army, and lost his right 
forearm in one of the battles of the rebellion. 





A COWARDLY HOMICIDE. 

In the tenement house No. 338 Kast 
Forty-eighth-street, lies the body of little Jerry 
Lynch, aged 15, who died from the effects of a 
wound received during the Tammany procession 
last Saturday evening. Little Jerry was carrying 
atorch in the procession, and while passing at 
the corner of East Forty-eighth-street,a loafer 
snatched the torch from young Lynch and joined 
in the procession himself. Shortly after some 
indignant friends of Lyach threwa tomato at 
the fellow who had appropriated the torch, 
whereupon the loafer ran out from the proces- 
sion and struck young Lyncha severe blow on 
the left side of the head with the indentical 
torch stolen from the boy. Lynch went to work 
on Monday, but complained of a severe pain in 
his head. On Tuesday he became unconscious 
and continued so until Wednesday evening, when 
he died. Before losing consciousness he told his 
father that aman named Phoenix had struck him 
on the head with a torch, and that the man wore 
a big silver ring on his left hand. Capt. Mount, 
of the Nineteenth Precinct, accompanied by De- 
tective Cuff, scoured the neighborhood of First- 
avenue from Forty-ninth-street to Eighty-sixth- 
street, and they were successful yesterday after- 
noon in capturing Phoenix at the toot of Sixty- 
first-street, near the East River. He was seated 
with some boys around a wood fire, and wore the 
silver ring on his left hand. as described by 
young Lynch. To Detective Cuff he owned that 
his name was Lawrence Phoenix and that he 
had struck Lynch, but without any thought of 
seriousiy hurting him. The prisoner was ar- 
raigned before Justice Power at the Yorkville 
Police Court, yesterday afternoon, and remand- 
ed till Saturday tor examination, without bail. 





COULD NOT PAY TWO WITH ONE. 

A respectably dressed middle-aged man, 
who gave his name as Matthew L. Byrne, and 
said that he was in the dry goods trade and lived 
at No. 23 West Ninth-street, was arraigned be- 
fore Justice O’Reilly, at the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, yesterday, charged with a violation 
of the Hotel uct. Ernest Berthiez, a waiter at 
the Belvidere Hotel, Fourth-avenue, told the 
magistrate that Byrne came into the restaurant 
of that hotel on Wednesday evening and ordered 
a lobster salad, a vermouth cocktail, and a 
bottle of Sauterne. After having disposed of 
the salad and the wine the waiter gave him a 
check for $2 20.the amount of his bill. Byrne 
tendered him one dollar. which, he said, was all 
the money he had in his possession. He was 
thereupon arrested. Byrne said yesterday that 
he had never done such athing before. He was 
somewhat under the influence of iiquor and did 
not know that he had not money enough to pay 
his bill. He was committed for trial in default 
of $300 bail.
